King Humbert’s Nephew and Prince Henri of Orleans 
Will Meet Monday in Mortal Combat. 


THE DUEL WILL NOT BE FOUGHT IN FRANCE 


A Rumor Set Afloat in Paris That the Prince of Naples 
Wants to Be Henri’s Antagonist. 


PARIS, Aug. 14.—Late this evening it-was 
generally understood that the duel be- 
tween the Count of Turin and Prince Henri 
of Orleans would take place on Monday 
mext outside of France and that swords 
would be the weapons used, 

This agreement was arrived at at a con- 
ference between the seconds, Count de Leon- 
tiffe and M. Raoul Murichen for the 
Prince and Gen. Count d! Quinto and Mar- 
quis Carlo di Ginori for the Count, 

The Count of Turin ts a nephew of King 
Hurnbert of Italy and holds the rank of 
Major in the Italian Army. His brother, 
the Duke of Aosta, was selected by the 
King for peacemaker because the Duke's 
wife, Princess Helene of Orleans, is a 
cousin of Prince Henri. So Prince Henri, 
on coming home, finds one cousin-in-law 
begging him not to fight and another cousin- 


in-law calling him out to the ‘‘fleld of 
honor.” 
Prince Henri of Orleans is the black 


sheep of his family. He is in danger of 
being deprived of his cross of the Legion 
of Honor because of the discovery that his 
geographical explorations in Asia and else- 
where, for which it was granted, were never 
really accomplished by him. He has been 
implicated in a number of scandals, of- 
ficial and private. His father, the Duke of 
Chartres, has been bankrupted, it ds said, 
by his excesses. The Prince's cousin, the 
Duke of Orleans is the legit!mist heir to 
the throne of France. The late Count of 
Paris, grandson of Louis Phillippe, whose 
eldest son, the Duke of Orleans, died be- 
fore the King, after the death of the Count 
of Chambord, united in his person the heir- 


_phip of both branches of the royal family 


of France. He had one brother, the Duke 
of Chartres. 

Both the Count of Paris and his eldest 
mon, the present Duke of Orleans, were well 
known in the United States, the father hav- 
ing served on Gen. McClellan's staff and 


tne son having accompanied his father on a 


visit to New York and Washington a few 
years ago. Prince Henri of Orleans is the 
elder soh of the Duke of Chartres. If the 
Duke of Orleans dies unmarried the Duke 
of Chartres will become the heir to the 
kingdom and his son will be the heir after 
him. The Duke of Orleans is banished from 
France, and, like his father before him, has 
his regular domicile of exile in England. 


A rumor was afloat late to-night that 
Prince Henri of Orleans will fight his duel 
with the Prince of Naples, the Count of 
Turin having waived his claim in favor of 
the heir to the Italian throne. 

The Soir asserts that the Count of Turin, 
who arrived in Paris incognito, was in- 
formed by the lItallan Ambassador to 
France that King Humbert would prohibit 
him from fighting Prince Henri,

Court of Menelik, the King of Abyssinia, 
from which country the Prince has just re- 
turned. For quite a period he was the 
guest of the Abyssinian monarch, during 
which time he heard the stories which he 
made the basis of criticisms. 

In his letter to the Figaro, Prince Henri, 
after describing an interview between him- 
seif and the negus, wrote: 

“Naturally the subject which was most 
often discussed was that of the war and 
the captivity of the Italians. I am bound 
to say that I am no longer indignant, but 
simply disgusted at what I hear each day 
about them. Out of respect for a nation 
with whom we were friendly I shouid have 
been silent if the Italians thad not shown, 
in regard to ourselves, the most reprehensi- 
ble conduct. Have they not confessed that, 
had they entered Addis Ababa victoriously, 
they would have given no quarter to any 
Frenchman, not even the small tradesman? 
They added, moreover, with an ironical air 
that they would not have inflicted the death 
penalty on the French women. 

“Events did not permit them to accom- 
plish their wishes. Although they came to 
the capital as prisoners, they do not seem 
to realize it; some of their officers were not 
ashamed to take part in the celebration of 
the anniversary of the battle of Adowa;: 
others wore as cuff buttons coins with the 
image of Menelik. It was Albertone him- 
self who, drinking a toast to the health of 
the great emperor, turned toward one of 
our fellow.countrymen and said: ‘Are we 
not courteous?’ to which the Frenchman 
replied: “Mon dieu, sir! I never saw a 
Frenchman drinking to the health of Em- 
peror William.’ 


“This same Albertone received from the 
Emperor a music box, which Menelik had 
loaned him to amuse him. On the departure 
of the General the music box disappeared, 
probably carried off by some subordinate, 
The Empress asked if people had the habit 
of doing such th'ings in Europe, ‘Not every- 
where,’ was the answer she received. 

“It eeems that these Italians do not have 
much confidence in their fellow country- 
men. The officers asked the Abyssinians to 
give them guards to prevent their men from 
deserting while going back to the coast.”’ 


Following this was a communication on 
the cowardice of the Italians at the battle 
of Adowa. The Prince wrote: 

“Not one Abyssinian has a bayonet wound 
and nearly all the Italians show sword 
cuts. Now the Abyssinians are not expert 
with the sword. 

“An Italiar of the highest rank {ts seized 
by the collar by an Abyssinian. The Euro- 
pean draws his revolver. ‘Why should we 
kill each other?’ says the Abyssinian. ‘Let 
us embrace,’ whereupon the Italian pockets 
his revolver and embraces the Abyssinian, 
who takes him. Several Italian soldiers 
were taken by women. 

“Humble in battle, many Italians tried 
to show themselves haughty In defeat. They 
made proposals which upset our ideas of 
honor, A certain Frenchman has told me 
of two prisoners who were brought to him 
in rags and barefooted, and when he strove 
to aid them he was dumbfounded to hear 
these words from an Italian mouth: ‘What 
Swine the Italians are! What have they 
brought us to?’ ”’

The figures are placed at $500,000,000, 
and, while this seems enormous and js difficult to fully comprehend, shrewd experts, whose business it is to know all 
about the crops of the world, say the figures are too low. They unhesitatingly place the sum at $700,000,000, and oth- 


ers go further and assert that the amount will fall not fag short of $1,000,000,000, 
great year for the American farmer.

DESPERADO HATFIELD'S FORTRESS 
BLOWN TO PIECES WITH DYNAMITE 


The Mountain Outlaw Driven From His Stronghold 
by Sheriff Keadle After a Desperate Battle. 


HIS CAPTURE MAY FOLLOW IN 24 HOURS. 


He Sends This Message to the Sheriffi—“Surrender I Never 
Shall; the Man Who Handcuffs Me Shackles a Corpse.”

HUNTINGTON, W. Va., Aug. 14.—One- 
half of the Devil's Backbone, the rocky 
fortress of the Hatfields in the mountains 
on Tug River, was shattered by dynamite 
to-day and Hatfield and his men were 
driven from their stronghold by Shenff 
Keadle and his men after a desperate bat- 
tle. Several of the Sheriff's men are bad- 
ly wounded and the Hatflelds are still free. 
Only this has been accomplished—that the 
rocky crest where the Hatflelds have for 
years defied the law and from which they 
have carried out their bloody plans is no 
longer a tenable fortress. 

As it grew later men were posted and the 
Sheriff held a consultation with McCoy and 
his subordinates. McCoy would have at- 
tempted to storm the fastness, but cooler 
men ruled, and it was determined to starve 
Hatfleld inte. surrender. 

Thursday night and Friday morning there 
was a skirmish. At noon a large body of 
men came, led by J. H. Baldwin. Baldwin 
is well-known as a capturer of a brother of 
Hatfield's, who was hanged almost eight 
years ag6. There is no more perfect marks- 
man in the South than he and his courage 
never was daunted. He at once took the 
ead, 

Two men were sent to Willlamson for 
dynamite and the besiegers sat down to 
wait. All day Friday and Friday night 
the closest watch was kept. At 9 o'clock 
this morning the dynamite arrived and by 
ll the dynamite was placed. The fuse was 
laid, the match was applied and the at- 
tacking force began to fall back. 

Until now the besleged seemed not to sus- 
pect what was being done, but with the 
flashing of the train which led to the dyna- 
mite all realization of their awful peril 
came. Men jumped from cover and rushed 
hither and thither in full view. Hatfleld 
was seen to start for the path heedless of 
a shower of bullets. A rush was made down 
the side of the mountain. 

Three men dropped wounded. It was use- 
less to try to escape by the well-known 
) path and the desperadoes returned to 
top of their rocky fort, Hatfleld directing

It was at this point that the spectators 
expected trouble. Judge Peabody leaned 
forward in his chair. His eyes glistened 
brightly. His hand crept under the docket 
cover and his fingers toyed nervously with 
the weapon whith the book partly con- 
cealed. 

Storts stood beside his client, his face 
flushed with anger, his arms crossed over 
his breast after violent gesticulation. 

The men eyed one another for a moment 
and an expectant hush was noticeable in 
the court-room. Whatever action the Judge 
was impelled to take at first impulse was 
not carried out. After a brief hesitation he 
sustained Storts’ challenge. The jury was 
soon selected and the case continued until 
Tuesday.

Plan to Reorganize the Upper 
Chamber to Suit the

The Municipal Assembly is in revolt 
against the Filley-Ziegenhein machine. The 
revolution which took place in the House 
of Delegates Friday night has extended to 
the Council. 

According to a well-developed rumor at 
the City Hall yesterday afternoon the 
Council is to be reorganized when it meets 
next Tuesday at 5 p. m. 

Not exactly the same influences are at 
work in the Council as operated so drasti- 
cally in the House, but if the reorganiza- 
tion is brought about it will be quite as dis- 
tasteful in a personal sense to Filley and 
Ziegenhein as were the official changes in 


the House. 
President Meler’s position is safe. He 
was elected to it by the people. But he is 


the only official in the body who its safe. 

William M. Horton is the Vice-President, 
and Mr. Horton is one of the four who has 
thrown so many obstacles in the way of 
the North and South Railroad bill. He has 
been extremely active in that regard. 

Then, too, Prof. Halsey Ives is chairman 
of the Railroad Committee and along with 
him is Charles Wiggins. These two and 
Mr. Horton, with President Meler, have 
been obstructionists to many  well-laid 
plans. 

The purpoee is to oust Mr. Horton and 
put George P. Heckel in his stead, and then 
to change the rules so that the committees

The man who is slated to succeed Graves 
is William R, Hosmer, ex-Secretary of the 
Council, who was defeated by Graves. 

Mr. Hosmer claims to have s!x members 
pledged to him, but will give no names, 

Hosmer is well known as a politician and 
put in a great deal of hard work for Stark- 
loff as against Ziegenhein. He was marked 
for slaughter when the Ziegenhein regime 
took hold, has been out a job since and 
has been laying his plang to get back the 
one Graves wrested from him. 

The six votes he is said to have pledged 
to him are: Heckel, Brinkmeyer, Hagan, 
Kratz, Gast and Gaus.

Mayor Ziegenhein will not discuse the 
rough-and-tumble manner in which he was 
turned down by the House of Delegates 
Friday. He is so sore over his defeat and 
the unseating of Lioyd from the Speaker- 
ship that all of his good humor has de- 
serted him. 

The only thing he will gay ts that, al- 
though knocked down in the first round, 
he ts still in the ring. 

Those who are usually authorized to voice 
his sentiments are bitter in their denun- 
ciation of the rebellious members in the 
House. 

They declare that there will be no com- 
promise with the men who humiliated the 
Mayor, and that all of their patronage will 
be cut off. 

The most significant expression along this 
line was that of Adam Ziegenhein, the 
Mayor’s son and Secretary, to Alderman 
Judy. Adam said to Judy: 

“You fellows will have to crawl on your 
knees to the Mayor's office and ask for- 
givenes@ before you can square yourselves.” 

Judy resented this by replying to Adam 
that his father was a beggar before the 
election for votes, and that he was now 
itrying to run the whole government in the 
interest of a few big contractors. 

Speaker Lehman said yesterday that he 
would appoint his committees Tuesday, 


and that there would be few changes. The 
Speaker paid his respects to the Mayor in 
outlining the course he will pursue in the 
chair. 

“Tl wish it distinctly understood,”’. said 
Mr. Lehmann, “that I am not an obstruc- 
tionist and the men who elected me Speaker 
are not obstructionists. I've been in the 
Assembly fourteen years, and my record 
shows that I am in favor of public improve- 
ments, but I wish Mr. Ziegenhein and the 
public, too, to bear in mind that I am not 
in favor of cribbing the work and letting it 
to a clique of contractors.

THIRTY 
WAGES FROM THE MISSOURI 
CAR AND FOUNDRY CO. 


BEING REFUSED, THEY QUIT. 


When Their Places Are Filled They 
Threaten the New Men 
With Violence. 


There ts a strike on at the Missouri Car 
and Foundry Co., De Kalb and Barton 
Streets. Thirty men have quit work and are 
preparing to resist the fMiltng of their places. 


At noon yesterday the first hostile demon- 
Stration on the part of the strikers oc- 
curred. Of the twenty-one who left in the 
morning, seven returned to the works. They 
had been up town drinking and were in 
an ugly mood. 

One had a revolver, and this he flour- 
ished in view of the office force to give 
emphas's to the treatening talk of his com- 
anions. The fact that their places had 
een filled did not serve to cool their 
wrath. Finally three of them, bolder than 
the rest, entered the wheel shop. Going up 
to the mew men they ordered them to quit 
work. Their request was refused. 

“Very well, we'll lay for you when you 
come to work Monday morning,” said one 
young fellow, working his brawny right 
arm significantly. 

An inkling of what was going on: reached 
Foreman Marks Kelly at this time and he 
ordered the young men from the place. 
They complied, with poor grace, promising 
the official a settlement of old scores. 
Fearing an attack, Capt. Pickel was notl- 
fied and Patrolmen Strong, Wells and Alex- 
ander were dispatched to the scene. The 
three ye ay were found in a nearby 
saloon; their companions had gone. 

They kept up their bellicose talk to the 
officers and were loaded into the patrol 
wagon and sent to the Second District Sta- 
tion. There they gave their names as Philip 
A. Buettner, 2840 Missouri avenue; John 
Thuett, 622 Lynch street, and Edward Suesz- 
dorf, 2728 South Tenth street.

DISCOURAGING STORIES TOLD BY 
MEN RETURNING FROM DYEA 
AND SEKAGUA PASSES. 


COMPELLED TO TURN BACK. 


Juneau Beginning to Fill Up With 
Men Who Tried the Trail 
and Failed. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

SEATTLE, Wash., Aug. 14.—The predic- 
tion that there would be misery and suf- 
fering on Dyea and Skagua Passes, Alas- 
ka, is fast becoming a stern reality. 

W. H. Ewing, who went on the Rosalie, 
writes as follows from Skagua: “We have 
just arrived here, the city of tents. The 
wharf, which is at the base of a mountain 
of rock columns, is 800 square feet.. There 
is no warehouse. The trail which leads te 
the city from the wharf has been hewn 
out of this mountain of rocks. As the 
tide is out now It Is possible to pick your 


way along, but !mpossible to take a horse 
from the wharf across the trail to the 
city. In order to reach the trail the horse 
would have to jump ten feet down. The 
steamer Edith, with seventy horses, is now 
anchored out a mile from shore. She is 
waiting for half tide to get the horses on 
a scow in order to take them as near as 


possible to shore without a dock. They 
wade them the rest of the be 
“L. J. Richards, formerly of Seattle, told 


me that many who have come up here have 
returned. 

“F. B. Porter of New York City hae been 
in Alaska for three months on mining busi- 
ness. He told the following story of the con- 
ditions at Dyea as he knew them. Every 
statement he declared he could vouch for: 

***About 3, men are encamped at 
They are living in their tents in which they 
have packed their gooes and 
for a chance to get the goods to Lake Lin- 
deman; that is some of them are waiting. 
wang have sold their outfits and are ar- 
ranging to come back. Several came down 
on the Mexico, and I saw a good many in 
Juneau who had given up the trip. e 
Skagua trail is not open beyond the summit. 
There is a good trail as far as the summit. 
Some time ago a man named Rice advertised 
in the Juneau papers that the trall was open 
und many of those going into the Klondike 
landed there.’ 

“IT understand from two Juneau men who 
attempted to take a small outfit over this 
trail that they were compelled to turn back. 
They returned to Juneau, enlarged their 
outfit and will go over the Dyea trail. Men 
are needed to pack on these trails, not 
horses. Horses get along until they reach 
the summit, then qa man has to pack his 
own outfit or sell it. At Juneau a great 
many positions are vacant, but in a month 
the town will be filed with men'who have 
failed to get across the pass. I cannot see 
how the men who are leaving here now 
can expect to get across the tratil to Lake 
Bonnet in time to make the trip down the 
river.

NHW HAVDPN, Conn., Aug. 14.—The the- 
ory is advanced by Prof. C.C. Marsh of Yale 
that Japan is the home of the coming race, 
a péople who are destined to supplant the 
Caucasian as the dominant people of the 
earth. 

Prof. Marsh is a prominent member of 
the United States Geological Survey. He 
has been making a series of interesting 
comparisons between the brains of fossil 
and modern animals which give a new turn 
to the theory of the “survival of the fit- 
test.’”’ 

It has always been a popular notion that 
when the old phrase of the “‘weakest going 
to the wall’ was uttered, lac kof brawn, not 
bain, was meant. But it seems now that 
the latter conception of the phrase would 
more aptly fit geological conditions. 

In an interview Prof. Marsh said that the 
conclusions he had reached were the re- 
sult of twenty years’ study. Almost from 
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between the brains of fossils and those 
of living ®nimals of related species, and 
soon he was able to formulate as a gen- 
eral law the striking statement that all 
tertiary mammals had small brains. 

Thus in the final turning of the scale it 
is seen an ounce of brain matter in a small 
animal outweighed the tons of bone and 
muscle with which the larger animal was 
encumbered. 

Inthe reptile stage some of them were 
massive beyond any creature that has since 
existed on the globe. The modern reptile 
has none too full a supply of brain, but as 
compared with the ancient type he is an in- 
tellectual giant.

LONDON, Aug. 14.—One of the most re- 
markable of the English self-made men of 
the century, Sir Isaac Holden, son of a 
miner, is dead. He began life as a weaver's 
boy, educated himself and became a school- 
master and then a bookkeeper in a tweed 
mill. He invented first a wool-combing ma- 
chine which made his fortune at 40. He also 
invented the lucifer match, but this idea he 


did not patent. When protective tariffs 
abroad injured the Bradford woolen trade 
he opened mills at Calais, Rheims and 
Lille, where younger branches of his family 
have since made fortunes. He lived to be 
%) years old, though a man of extremely 
delicate constitution, He attributed his long 
life to his spare diet, which consisted 
mainly of fruit and vegetables. He has 


strawberries on his breakfast table all the 
year round, his one extravagance béing his 
expenditure on the cultivation of fruit. He 
was a little man of emaciated figure, but 
great nervous energy, controlling all his un- 
dertakings himself. - He accepted a baro- 
netcy from Mr. Gladstone, whose policy he 
supported for many years in Parliament, 
but he refused a peerage. He is said to 
have died a millionaire. 

A correspondent at Constantinople, inti- 
mately acquainted with the inside facts 
concerning the aims of European d plomacy 
— eays in a letter received th's morn- 
ng: 

“IT am certain we are nearing a big crash 
here. The Turks have not the faintest 
intention of abandoning either Crete or 
Thessaly, and Rugsia has not the slightest 
intent'on of leaving them there.

WASHINGTON, D. C., Aug. 14.—Attorney 
General McKenna to-day gave a hearing to 
parties interested in the question involved 
in section 22 of the new tariff act. Some 
days ago the Secretary of the Treasury 
received information from the Collector of 
Customs at Chicago that a large invoice 
of teas and other goods from Japan had 
been r@ceived at that port over a Canadian 
railroad, and asking whether the 10 per 
cent discriminating duty provided for in 
section 22 applied to these goods. The 
question was at once referred to the Attor- 
ney General for an opinion. At the request 
of the Boston & Maine Railroad Co., how- 
ever, the Attorney General decided to give 
a hearing to-day to persons interested. For- 
mer Secretary Carlisle appeared for the 
Boston & Maine Railroad Co. and former 
Assistant Secretary Hamlin represented 
the Associated Board of Trade and the 
Merchants’ Association of Boston. 
Hamlin was the first epeaker.

PREPARATIONS FOR THE COMING 
VISIT OF PRESIDENT FAURE 
TO ST. PETERSBURG. 


WILL BE HIGHLY HONORED. 


The Russians Will Entertain the Dis- 
tinguished Visitor in Many 
Pleasing Ways. 


a 


LONDON. Aug. 14.—The arrangements for 
the visit of President Faure to St. Peters- 
burg are practically completed. He will 
leave Dunkirk Wednesday afternoon aboard 
the French warship Pothua, escorted by the 
Cas Bruix. and will arrive at Cronstadt 
Monday, Aug. 23. The first day of the so- 
journ tn Russia will be devoted to his re- 
ception at Cronstadt, and at Petershof to 
the exchange of official visits, a banquet 
at the Petershof palace and a gala per- 
formance at the Imperial Theater. The 
President and the Czar will start for St. 
Petersburg August 2. There M. Faure will 
be welcomed by the municipality of St, 


Petersburg and will recefve in audience 


delegations from the principal cities of the 
emp're. He will also, Tuesday, lay the 
cornerstone of the French Hospital. In 
the evening the President will give a ban- 
quet at the French Embassy in honor of 
the Czar. There will be a grand review at 


Krasnoe-Selo on August 2% followed by a 
grand military dinner. At night there will 
be a fete in the gardens in the Petershof 
Palace. 

After a review of the combined French 
and Russian squadrons in Cronstadt roads, 
the President will bid farewell to the Czar 
and Czarina and will return on board the 
Pothua, which will start immediately for 
France, reaching Dunkirk on August 31. 

Mugiuificent decorations are projected at 
St. Petersbure, including a Faure fountain 
in the middle of the historic Kazan square 
which will remain a permanent memorial 0 
the President’s visit. A medal which Presi- 
dent Faure will distribute to the guard of 


honor and to the various functionaries at- 
tending him during his visit to Russia bears 
on one side the profile of an effigy of the 


republic and the words “Republique Fran- 
caise.”’ On the obverse side is a wreath of 
laurels surrounding the date, August, 1897. 
Three hundred medals of this description in 
gold and platinum, eighty of silver gik and 
twenty of dull gold have been struck. 

St. Petersbure’s municipal authorities will 
Present three immense loving cups to the 
Visiting French warships. 

The Beyreuth festival closes next Thurs- 
day with the hundredth performance of 
“Parsifal.”” Receipts exceed $13,000. 

Lady Henry Somerset has withdrawn her 
resignation of the presidency of the British 
Woman's Temperance Association. 

The straw manufacturers of Tuton have 
been doing a big business in sun bonnets for 
horses, owing to the instigation of the gov- 
ernment and the Society for the Prevention 
of Cruelty to Animals. The hats are shaped 
on the Bordeaux model, having a high 
crown and a broad brim like the straw 
bathing hat used in the United States/ with 
holes for the horses’ ears. The use of the 
bonnets has greatly decreased the summer 
mortality among horses in France. 

The annual scandal about the tramps, 
loafers, criminals and their female com- 
panions in Hyde Park is again being ven- 
tilated. The park is positively dangerous 


after dusk and almost so in day time. 
Owing to the great number of assault 
cases occurring in the park which have 


found their way into the police courts re- 
cently, the newspapers have egain taken 
the matter up. Last year, as a result of 
the public disgust which followed similar 
exposures, now regulations were issued for 
the police control of the park, and Parlia- 
ment voted 1,200 pounds towards it lighting 
by electricity and also voted 1,400 pounds 
for a refreshment kiosk, but owing to the 
opposition of the Duke of Cambridge, who 
is the ranger of Hyde Park, nothing was 
done. The movement now on foot Is to 
wrest the control of the parks from the 
Duke and give it to the County Council. 

A parliamentary committee of France, 
which Was appointed to investigate the 
subject of theatrical passes, has recom- 
mended to the Chamber of Deputies the 
adoption of a law to abclish season tickets 
for dramatic and musical entertainments 
and for imposing a heavy stamp tax on all 
free passes and a moderate tax on all tick- 


ets. The rate proposed for passes is 8 
centimes. On this basis the income is 
reckoned at 1,456,000 francs on free passes 


in Paris alone and a total of 3,543,700 francs 
on all classes of tickets. 

The Berlin chess tournament, which is 
expected to rival the recent contest at 
Nuremberg and Buda Pest will begin Sep- 
tember 12. Prizes pange from 100 pounds 
to 56 pounds and a “‘drilliancy”’ prize will be 
awarded by Baron Rothschild of Vienna, 
who is a chese enthusiast. 

News comes from Beyreuth that this 
year’s Wagnerian festival was supported 
mainly by Americans and English.

SENATOR GEORGE 1S DEAD. 


The Aged Mississippian Passed Away 
After a Useful Life. 


JACKSON. Miss., Aug. 14.—A telegram re- 
ceived by the Associated Press this after- 
noon from Mississippi City, the gulf coast 
summer resort, announces the death of 
United States Senator James Z. Georg®, at 


2 o’clock p. m. 

Senator George journeyed from his home 
at Carrollton to the gulf coast about ten 
days ago and hoped the change would 
benefit him, and it bb thought it had un- 
til the news came today of the relapse. 

James Z. George was born in Monroe Coun- 
ty, Georgia, Oct. 2, 1826; his father having 
died in his infa@hcy, he removed, when eight 
fears of age, With his mother, to Noxubee 

ounty, Missi@ippi, where he resided two 
years; he then rem@ed to Carrol! County, 
where he was educated in the common 
schools then existing; he volunteered as a 

rivate in the First Regiment of Mississippi 
folunteers in the Mexican war, commanded 
by Col. Jefferson Davis, and was at the bat- 
tle of Monterey; on his return he studied 
law, and was admitted to the bar tn Carroll 
County; he was elected Reporter of the High 
Court of Errors and Appeals in 18%, and re- 
elected in 1860, and prepared and published 
ten volumes of the reports of the decisions 
of that court, and afterwards prepared and 
published a digest of all the decisions of the 
Supreme Court and High Court of Errora 
and Appeals of that State from the admis- 
sion of the State into the Union 
to and including the year 1870; 
he was a member of the convention 
in Mississippi in 1861 - which passed the ordi- 
nance of secession, and he voted for and 
signed that instrument; he was captain in 
the Twentieth Regiment of Mississippi Vol- 
unteers in the Confederate States Army, 
afterwards a brigadier-general of State 
troops, and afterwards colonel of the Fifth 
Regiment of Mississippi Cavalry in the Con- 
federate States Army; was chairman of the 
Democratic State Executive Committee of 
Mississippi in 1875 and °76; in 1879 was ap- 
pointed one of the judges of the Supreme 
Court of Mississippi and elected Chief Jus- 
tice; resigned his seat on the Supreme 
Bench in February, 1881, to take his seat 
in the Senate on the 4th of March of that 
fear, and was re-elected in 1886 and again 
n January, 1892; was a member of the Con- 
stitutional Convention of the State of Mis- 
sissippi which was held in 1890, and framed 
the present constitution of the State.

Phillips was brought to Little Rock by 
Sheriff White, accompanied by Sheriff 
Hugh A. S.ms of Waller County, Georgia.

Early this 
epring De Verna went to Europe and en- 
gaged artists, who have arrived on the At- 
lantic liners this week. He returned and 
for five weeks his days have been given 
over to the rehearsals, while at nght he 
would perfect his “props.”” The strain was 
too much and two weeks ago he had to take 
to bed, suffering from acute gastritis. “I 
want to see the first performance,” he said 
frequently, “then the happiness will give 
me new life, for I shall have reached the 
height of my ambition.”

Either 
under the State law against gaming or 
the State law against general nuisances, 
or under the city ordinances on these sub- 
jects, the police are empowered to close 
gambling dens. 

Ex-Attorney General Walker believes 
the nuisance law could be Invoked against 
the pool-rooms. They are certainly pub- 
lic nuisances of the worst kind. If the 
courts refused to hold them to be nuls- 
ances, It would seem to Indicate that the 
courts prefer to construe the law in the 
interest of vice rather than of public mor- 
ality. 

But tf the nuisance Jaw can be distorted 
#0 as to leave the gamblers free, it is 
difficult to see how they could escape if 
the police chose to close them up under 
the gaming law. Whether the so-called 
breeders’ law is constitutional or not, the 
gaming law covers every form of gam- 
biing. : 

Section 3811 of the Revised Statutes of 
Missouri, which has never been repealed, 
provides that “any person who shall set 
up or keep a common gaming house shall, 
on conviction, be adjudged gullty of a 
misdemeanor and punished by a fine not 
less than two hundred nor exceeding one 
thousand dollars.” The same section pro. 
vides that it shall be unlawful to license 
gaming houses. 

There is enough law against gambling 
dens. Why is it not enforced?

COAL MINERS’ VICTORIES. 

It is to be hoped that the coal miners 
will succeed in gaining a living wage 
rate. But if they win this victory, of 
what value will it be to them, as long as 
that branch of labor is overcrowded and 
the mine owners manifest the spirit that 
has so far animated them? The answer 
to this question is to be found in a look 
backward to the last great strike in this 
industry. 

In 1894, 25,207 coal miners, representing 
the employes at 276 mines, went on strike 
in Illinois. They were out, on an aver- 
age, 34 days, and lost in wages a total of 
$1,693,910, or $67 per man. 

This great strike was ended by an 
agreement, which was heralded as a 
“ereat victory,” between the organized 
coal miners of four States, including Illi- 
nois, and the operators, by which after 
October ist of that year wages were to 
be 69 cents. It was also agreed that after 
Jan. 12, 1895, the rate would be increased 
to 79 cents. De Armitt came into tnat 
agreement and everything was supposed 
to be settled for an indefinite period. 

Commenting upon that strike, Labor 
Schilling of Illinois 
thought that the miners had probably 
prevented a yet greater loss by the 
strike, as just before the strike several 
of the largest operators were preparing 
to cut wages heavily. 

But it appears that the proposed cuts 
came soon after the strike and in spite 
of the boasted agreement. With this 
fact in view, it is a wonder that the 
miners had the courage to engage in 
another great struggle of this kind. It 
would appear that it would have been 
far wiser for many of them to seek other 
occupations and thus reduce competi- 
tion until the conditions of mining are 
radically changed. ®

His grammatical con- 
struction was as perfect as that of any 
Anglo-Saxon scholar, and his meaning was 
never obscured. Stranger than all his 
handwriting showed not a trace of the 
Jerman chirography. His contributions to 
single tax literature brought him occasion- 
al Scant and uncertain remuneration as a 
welcome addition to his small wages. Quiet 
and unassuming toe a degree, he seemed to 
have no knowledge of his own abilities, and 
did not seem to comprehend that he was 
fitted for any other than the humble sphere 
in life he occupied. He was absolutely de- 
void of conceit in any shape. With more 
assurance and less education, perhaps, he 
would have been more euccessful. The 
self-made man is seldom a scholar. The 
scholar only learns how little he knows, 
and how much he can never hope to learn, 
It shears him of pride and self-sufficiency. 
“The fool thinketh himself to be a wise 
man, but the wise man knoweth himself to 


be a fool.’’ 


The whole world gaped in wonder when 
Morse demonstrated that a message could 
girdle the earth in an inappreciably short 
space of time. And now comes Tesla and 
says he can accomplish all this without the 
adventitious aid of wires and poles. He 
maintains that he can just turn @ mes- 
sage loose and it will travel by means of 
the earth’s electric currents to the utler- 
most parts of the earth. Furthermore, it 
can be taken up ap, any point on its pas- 
sage. ‘ : 
This is going to be hard on the ingenious 
gentlemen who tap the wires to beat the 
pool rooms. They can intercept the mes- 
sage, but it will be too late. They will not 
be able to delay its delivery at the other 
end, and they cannot beat it to the pool 
room. But. on the other hand, the whilom 
wire-tappers can “cut in’ on messages [to 
Wall Street brokers and get all kinds of in- 
side information on stocks. Tesla’s dis- 
covery seems likely to disrupt the pnvacy 
of the telegraphic system. Legislative 
boodlers, bribe takers and givers, and lob- 
byists have often escaped exposure and 
punishment by the refusal of the officials 
of telegraph companies to give away the 
secrete contained In dispatches. If any fel- 
low can intercept a message at will, tes- 
timony outside of telegraph companies’ of- 
ficials will be easy to get, and witnesses 
are likely to bob up most unexpectedly. 
The only way out of it will be for each 
fellow to have a cipher code of his own.

The public cannot distinguish between 
Slucose sugar and cane sugar. When the 
Sugar Trust controls both products it will 
be able to adulterate the cane sugar as 
much as it pleases. And the extent of the 
aduiteration will be measured by the profit 
to be made and the extent to which the 
public can be gulled. 

Glucose can be made of corn stalks, saw- 
dust, or “any old thing.’’ The text books 
on chemistry used to tell how it could be 
produced from cotton rags, pocket hand- 
kerchiefs, or even old shirt tails. The peo- 
ple must have sugar, and if the Sugar 
Trust chooses to offer them “left-handed” 
corn stalk trash instead of good cane su- 
gaf, “what are they going to do about it?” 


The déath of Col. George Gantt of Mem- 
Phis, which ocourred recently, removes 
from the bar probably the most able ad- 
vocate in criminal practice in the South. 
His death recalls two of the most noted 
tragedies in the South since the war, in 
both of which he figured professionally. 
He assisted the prosecution in the trial of 
Col. H. Clay King for the murder of David 


H. Poston. The case was notable not only 
because of the prominence of the prin- 


cipals, but because back of it, and pri- 
marily causing the murder, was the start- 
ling sdOcial sensation involving the rela- 
tions of Col. King with a lady who. bore 
the name of one of the oldest and proud- 
est of Southern families—the widow of 
Gen, Pillow. It was largely owing to Col, 
Gantt’s participation in the prosecution 
that Col. King was convicted. He was the 
first genuine Southern Colonel ever sen- 
tenced to hang. But he did not hang. Gov. 
Buchanan commuted his sentence to life 
imprisonment, almost at the eleventh hour, 
and the Colonel is still wearing the stripes 
in the Tennessee Penitentiary at Nash- 
ville. 

Equally noted was the trial of Alice 
Mitchell, who killed Freda Ward in a fit 
of jealous rage. This case attracted at- 
tention internationally, because of the fact 
that Alice Mitchell and Freda Ward had 
an unnatural attachment for each other. 
After an attempted elopement had been 
frustrated, the two were separated by their 
respective families, and this brought about 
the shocking tragedy. Col. Gantt defended 
the unhappy girl, and succeeded in having 
her sent, on a plea of “present insanity,” 
to the Tennessee State Asylum at Bolivar, 
where she now is.

One Chicago Firm Gets a Slice, but a 


Neat Hogging Game 
Was Blocked. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., Aug. 14.—The War 
Department has awarded the contracts for 
nearly $100,000 of improvements at Jefferson 
Rarracks. As soon as the bonds of the con- 
tractors are approved work will begin and 
most of the buildings will be completed this 
geason. The improvements to be made in- 
clude nine bulldings at the Barracks. 

Deutman of St. Louls secured the con- 
tract for building the officers’ quarters for 
$24.945. O’Brien of St. Louls was awarded 
the contract for the guard-house, at $10,250. 
the contract for the barracks at $57,489, and 
Clark & Sons of Chicago the contract for 
the guard-house, at $10,250. 

The nine buildings consisted of one guard- 
house, three barracks bulldings and five 
officers’ quarters. Bids were advertised to 
be made separately on the guard-house, bar- 
racks buildings and the officers’ quarters. 

Among others there were the following 
bids in round numbers: 

Clark & Sons of Chicago bid $10,250 on the 
guard-house;: O’Brien of St. Louis, $10,791; 
Deutman of St. Louls, $10,567. 

Clark & Sons of Chicago bid $28,450 on the 
officers’ quarters; O’Brien bid $29,525, and 
Deutman $24,945. 

Clark & Sons bid $58,750 on the barracks; 
O’Brien bid $57,489, and Deutman bid $60,117. 

From these figures it can be eeen that 
Clark & Sons were the lowest bidders on 
the guard-house; that Deutman was the 
lowest bidder on the quarters, and that 
O’Brien was the lowest bidder on the bar- 
racks. 

The aggregate of the three bids of Clark 
& Sons was $9,000, of O’Brien $97,506, of 
Deutman $95,729. 

A prominent brick firm, which has an 
office in St. Louis, had an agreement wit 
Clark & Sons of Chicago to furnish them 
the brick for these improvements. It is 
said here that this brick firm. which is the 
largest in the United States, interested it- 
self to the extent of getting the officers at 
Jefferson Barracks who had charge of let- 
ting the contracts to recommend that Clark 
& Sons be given the contract for all three 
jobs, because thelr aggregate was the low- 
est. The officer sent this recommendation 
to, Washington and also raised a question 
as to Deutman’s responsibility. The Quar- 
termaster’s office of the War Department, 
however, after examining the bids very 
carefully, put its seal of condemnation up- 
on this attempt to defraud the government 
out of nearly $2,500 and approved the bids 
of the lowest bidders, thus awarding one 
bid to each of the three bidders mentioned. 
By this the government saves nearly $2,500, 
as the total of the three lowest bids. is 
$92,684, while the total of Clark & Sons is 
$95, 000,

Mr. McKinley Highly Pleased That 
His Friend Should Make Busi- 
ness Sacrifices to Accept 
the Office. 


A special telegram to the Post-Dispatch 
from Hotel Champlain, Clinton County, 
New York, the summer home of President 
McKinley, says that Mr. Ethan Allen 
Hitchcock of St. Louis has accepted the 
offer made by the President of the Russian 
Miss'on. 

The President has sent to Washington 
for fhe proper forms and will publicly an- 
|} nounce the appointment Monday. 

Mr. ‘McKinley expressed to the Post-Dis- 
patch correspondent his pleasure at Mr. 
| Hitchcock's acceptance. He esteems him 
as a warm friend and has the highest re- 
gard for his business qualifications. The 
| tender of the Russian mission is in the 
| mature of a personal. privilege. Mr. Hitch- 
cock was offered the position a week ago. 

Mr. Hitchcock and family are at their 
| summer home in New Hampshire. Their 


residence at No. 60 Vandeventer place is 
closed. 

Mr. George Hitchcock, a son of Mr. Henry 
Hitchcock, is the only member of the family 


‘in the city. He said last night that after a 


week’s consideration that involved the ad- 
justment of a great many business enter~ 
prises, his uncle had accepted the Presi- 
dent’s tender of the Russian Mission and 
had so notified him during the afternoon. 
He wired young Mr. Hitchcock and a num- 
ber of his personal and business friends in 
St. Louis to the same effect. 

Ethan Allen Hitchcock is a great grand- 
son on the distaff side of the Revolutionary 
hero, Col. Ethan Allen, wno demanded and 
captured Fort Ticonderoga “In the name 
of the great Jehovah and the Continenta] 


. Congress.”’ 


Samuel Hitchcock, was 
but moved to Bur- 
lington, Vt., where he married the second 
daughter of Ethan Allen and afterwards 
held a prominent place in the early history 
of the State, having voted in convention for 
the adoption of the Unitec States Constitu- 
tion. @ was made United States Circuit 
Judge for the Second District by President 
John Adams.

POLICEMAN'S SUDDEN DEATH 


Heart Disease Claims Patrick Crowley, 
a Well-Known Officer. 


at 2208 Dickson street at 6 o’clock last even- 
ing. Heart disease is supposed to be the 
cause. 

Officer Crowley was a powerful man, 
weighing more than 200 pounds, was in the 
best of health and was only 31 years old. 
He was not married and lived with his 


widowed mother. 
He was on duty Friday as usual and 
worked \until 11 o’clock that night. Yes- 
terday morning he was not feeling well and 
did not report for duty. 
He did not think his condition serious and 
did not consult a p.#sician. 
around the greater portion of the day. He 
was'stricken suddenly at 6 o'clock and died 
before medical aid could be optained. Dr. 
J. F. Langan arrived shortly after his death, 
which he said was due to heart disease. 
Crowley was one of the best known po- 
licemen in Capt. Peter Joyce's district. He 
and his partner, Mike Burke, figured in 
many of the sensational ¢ases that attracted 
attention in the famous “‘Bloody Third” dis- 
trict. Crowley was considered by his super- 
iors to be an excellent officer. 
He was appointed to the force April 16, 
first beat was in the “Bad 
around Twelfth and Morgan 
Streets and Lucas avenue. He had been 
doing special duty in the Fourth District 
for five years prior to his death.

ward Brown five years ago They were 
eentenced to death, but had their  sen- 
tences commuted to life imprisonment by 
Gov.

St. Louis Preachers Deny 


That in Accepting Safaries 


They Are Ungodly, and Attack the 


Rev. Logan Chase. 


to say that he wanted his pastor to walk on 


EV. LOGAN CHASE of New Haven, 
K Conn., believes that it is all wrong 

for a Christian minister to accept a 
salary for preaching; that it is ungodly and 
unscriptural; and that the minister called 
of God to do his work should leave the 
question of the support of himself and fam- 
fly, and the education of his children, en- 
tirely in the Lord’s hands, He is living in 
accordance with his convictions. He works 
among the tramps. He eats with them, 
dresses like them, and is practically one of 
them. He works when he can get work, 
and with his small earnings he supports 
himself frugally ahd spends the rest in 
feeding the hungry. How St. Louls clergy- 
snen regard his gospel is here shown in thelr 
own words: 

Rev. W. R. L. Smith, Pastor of 
Third Baptist Church: 

“T would not trust that man a single inch, 
Hie may be a good sort of man, but he has 
no sense. I knew a preacher once who took 
that position and his congregation dism ssed 
him. A crank of that kind always has other 
oddities and quiddities which make him ob- 
jectionable. He can quote Scr’ pture to sup- 
port his position, but the Bible can be 
quoted by any fool tn the land. 

“T know of a hundred min sters who are 
barely making living salaries to one who is 
getting $1,000 more than he needs. 

“Some of the pastors of the best chusch. 
es in St. Louies are just making a decent 
living. And a pastor must live decently and 
dress decently to maintain his dignity and 
¢hatof the church. 

“IT do not know of any preachers who re- 
eign a charge to accept another only for an 
dncreased salary, but I know of many who 
have refused calls with higher salaries. 
Often a minister changes because he can en- 
large his sphere of usefulness by s0 doing. 
This is a question greatly misunderstood. 
There are circumstances under which a 
minister !s justified 1n making a change 
for a higher salary. He owes a duty to his 
family—there Scriptural warrant for 
that, you know. If by a change he can pro- 
mote their health, or go where he can ob- 
tain better schoo) facilities for his children, 
it would be his duty to go. On the other 
hand, I would not go from a city, with all 
its advantages, to the backwoods for $10,- 
@0 year. At the same time, I should say 
that for a minister to resign a charge when 
he was doing good to accept another with 
@ large salary, from purely selfish motives, 
ds all wrong. 

“It is hard to say what !s a fair salary for 
@ preacher. I get $3,600 a year. Iam paying 
for a home. I carry a small insurance. I am 
educating my children. There are the cal's 
of charity and all of it goes by the end of 
the year. 

“The matter of a preacher's perquisites is 
greatly exaggerated. With a church of a 
thousand members, my perquisites last year 
amounted to just $10. Marriage fees are 
about the only perquisites a preacher re- 
cetves. JI accepted fees from two funerals 
last year. I did not want to do so, but did 
mot know how to refuse without giving of- 
fense. 

“I expect Chase has no family nor respon- 
sibilities and is at home wherever he sets 
down his grip. It is that kind of man who 
makes such statements. If he feels he has 
@ call to minister to tramps he has a right 
to follow his convictions, but he has no 
right to lay down a rule for the entire 
clergy.’ 

Rev. John Mathews, D. D., Pastor of 
Centenary Methodist Episcopal Churc® 
South: 

“The Bible says that the laborer is worthy 
of his hire. Paul accepted pay and tn one of 
his epistles when one church did not pay 
him, and another sent for him from a dis- 
tance, he magnified that church for its con- 
tributions. 

“Preachers must live, and their congrega- 
tlons contribute of thelr substance to en- 
able them to live as they do themselves. I 
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as fine a carpet, live in as good a house, 
and eat as good food ae he did himself, and 
he gave accordingly. 

“Most of these eccentric utterances, these 
side thrusts at the ministry, are made by 
men of no intellectual ability, or moral 
worth In our church no contracts are 
made, The minister must go where the 
conference sends him, and the church 
board meets and allows so much for the 


his term whether he likes it or not. 


support of the preacher. That he must 
take without question, and must fill out 
This 
accounts for the fact that Methodist 
preachers are paid smaller salaries than 
those of other denominations. St. Louts 
pays the highest salaries of the entire 
Methodist Church South, and the highest 
salary paid here is $4,000. 

“I cannot say what is a fair salary. I 
know that when I was ina smaller place, on 
less galary, I could save more than I do 
now. Our congregations pay us a salary 
large enough to live and to raise our chil- 
dren in a befitting manner. Our wives and 
daughters must belong to all the church 
societies and pay their dues like other mem- 
bers. Charity calls are frequent and there 
are many ways of getting rid of our sal- 
aries. The Methodist Church South provides 
parsonages for its ministers, as a general 
thing, but I do not lve at the parsonage, 
and it is rented out. 

“All my perquisites from wedding fees I 
turn over to my wife. I have just married 
a couple. If I do not think to turn the cash 
over to Mrs. Mathews she will remind me 
soon by asking me how much I got.” 


Rev. R. M. Sargent, supplying 
Central Congregational Church: 

“Jesus says that the laborer is worthy of 
his hire. Paul says: ‘Him that is taught in 
the word shall communicate (meaning con- 
tribute) with him that teacheth.’ Paul also 
maintained his right to receive a salary, but 
at Corinth he would not accept it because 
he feared they would suspect him of coming 
there just to get money. 

“Cranks, like Chase, base their theories 
on the command to the disciples to take no 
scrip nor purse, but this was a specific com- 
mand when they were starting on a journey. 
The changed condition of society require 
changes in church economy and government. 
A preacher must meet his bills for the sup- 
port of his family to be honest, or else cheat 
his creditors. It is required by a civilized 
community that a preacher make a decent 
appearance, and that he educate his chil- 
dren. 


“It is certainly better that the preacher 
have a regular salary than depend on the 
irregular gifts of his friends and members. 
It is better for him and better for them. 

“What is a fair salary? It is impossible 
to say. This church pays $3,000 a year with- 
out a parsonage, but I was better off when 
I got $500 a year and a parsonage forty-five 
years ago in a rural community, where I 
could keep a cow and chickens and live 
cheaply. 

“Now, as to accepting calls at a higher 
salary, I do not believe it should be done 
from selfish motives entirely, but if the peo- 
ple complain of a minister leaving them, 
why don’t they pay more? 

“Ministers are not overpaid. They are 
underpaid. I do not know a minister who. 
with the same talents and energy, could 
not have made more money in any other

profession. Changes are made by ministers 
generally to go to a fleld of greater use- 
fulness, but I think it may be a preach- 
er’s duty to accept a call at a higher sal- 
ary if he is not getting enough to dea! 
justly by his family. There is a preacher 
in Cheltenham who Is getting $700 a year, 
and out of that he pays $15 a month rent, 
leaving him a little over $40 a month to 
live on.

Religion re- 
quires us to provide for our own, and the 
preacher is justified in doing so, if fitted for 
his work. A man who gives his life to his 
work and has bven at great expense in pre- 
paring himsel, for it, should be recom- 
pensed for his labors. 

“The clergy are not overpaid. Certainly 
not in our denomination. The highest sa ary 
paid a Lutheran minister in the United 
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of living ina large city, the calls of charity,

“A male Heutenant can draw % a week, 
a female $5. A male captain may receive

was limited to $16 a week. 

“But before salaries are considered 10 per 
cent of the gross collections must go to the 
fund for the extension of the work. After 
that comes rent, lighting, heating, etc. After 
that if anything Is left it may be distributed 
as salaries. Here is a cadet with a wife 
and two children. All he got last week was 
$2.30. 

“As to perquisites, the Salvation Army has 
none. Al} such must be turned over to the 
general fund. If one were to be found 
appropriating a fee, a tip, or money from 
any outside source, dismissal would be the 
penalty.

Rabbi H. J. Messing of the United 
Hebrew Congregation: 


“The Jewish rabbi differs from the 


Christian minister in that he {fs not called | 


by God to his work. .Looking at it from the 
Christian standpoint of the preacher being 
divinely called, I should be inclined to 
think that Mr. Chase is not far from 
wrong and that the service to the Master 
should be freely rendered. 

“But the Jewish rabbi adopts his profes- 
sion, Just as a lawyer, a doctor or a jour- 
nalist does his, and he expects to be paid 
for it. He its not the chosen instrument 
sent by God to convey his message to his 
people, but the messenger chosen by the 
people to convey their message to God. You 
see the distinction. In the orthodox Jewish 
templea you will see the rabbi not facing 
his congregation, but facing the east, as 
his congregation does, He appears as the 
messenger of his people, leading the way. 
When he speaks to them of their own. 
worldly affairs he faces them, but in all 
rites appertaining to his religion his back 
is towards them and his face to the east. 
From our standpoint of course the rabbi 
should be paid for his services.” 


Rev. O. M. Stewart, Presiding Elder 
St. Louis Conference, Methodist Epis- 


copal Church: 

“In the exceptions taken. the word ‘sal- 
ary’ is carefully and skilfully employed. 
Change it to suit the facts and the ob- 
jJections instantly evaporate. Several de-. 
nominations, two of them among the largest 
in Christendom, never use in thelr manual 
the word ‘salary.’ But, instead, and more 
correctly and Scripturally, they provide for 
the ‘support’ of the ministry. The Levites 
of the Old Testament were of divine ap- 
pointment, and provisions for their support 
were as definite and as divine as thelr com.- 
mission. This jaw wag never changed. Paul 
commended it, and more than that, he re- 
quired it. The spirit and permanency of 
Christian service require it. .We support 
hospitals, missionaries, orTr- 
phans, sextons and even God's poor-—why 
not God's minfsters?” 

“The objections are not found In the spirit 
of Christianity, nor in the scriptural teach- 
ings, and not in the example of the found-

“I do not think ft right that clergymen 
should change charges merely to obtain @ 
larger salary. No conscientious clergyman 
will do so. Few would be found with te 
merity enough to acknowledge such a me- 
tive, but they would put it on the grousd 
of a larger field, which indeed is the fact 
in most such changes. I do not think many 
such changes are made. ' 
“I do not think the clergy are overpaid. 
It must be remembered that preaching is 
only a small part of a preacher's duty. It 
ig only one of many dutiés equally neces- 
sary, There is work for every hour of the 
day, and work which calls for executive 
ability of a high order. There may be some 
large salaries paid, but I believe as a rule

“Reference to Gal. 6:6 and 1 Cor., § 7-14 
shows sufficient Scriptural authority for the 
material support of the minister of the 
gospel. Luke, 8, 1-3, shows that even Christ 
himse!f received support in this way, as he 
ministered in divine things. If the services 
of a preacher are of any real value at all, it 
fs a value that cannot be measured itn 
money, and the mere fixing of a salary is 
not ‘putting a price upon h‘s services,” but 
only an assurance of his support while he 
labors.

HE storm center of the American Cath- 
Olic hierarchy is in Lincoln, Neb. It 
has been there year in and year out 
for nearly a decade. Within a fortnight 
Bishop Bonacum and his vicar general 
broke into the pastoral residencé at Tecum- 
seh, Neb, the vicar general opening a win- 
dow and pulling the bishop in after him. 
They had gone to the place to install a 
pastor In place of Fr. Fitzgerald, who had 
been sent by Mer. Martinelli to a monas- 
tery for contumacy. 
The parishioners sided with the discip- 
lined priest-and ordered the authorities to 


arrest the ecclesiastical intruders. 

The Bishop's office was respected, but his 
vicar, Dr. Hartig, was arrested and fined 
$25 for trespass. 

For seven years the fight between the 
Bishop and his priests of Lincoln diocese 
has waged with fury and bitterness. 

Archbishop Kenrick, who was responsi- 
ble for Bishop Bonacum’s elevation, kept 
the war beneath the surface while his mind 
was clear. Then Archbishop Hennessey 
tried to quell the fight. Mer. Satolli gave it 
his personal attention. He quieted the 
prieste, but could not muzzle the Bishop. 
Mgr. Martinelli has the brot] on his hands 
now. 


Priest Immured for Contumacy. 


A month ago he sent Frs. Fitzgerald and 
Murphy to a monastery. In his decision 
he ordered the Bishop to give to priests 
who had fought him places ae good as those 
they held before their retirement. He re- 
served the right to name the place and date 
of their retirement. 

They were hardly in the cloister before 
Bishop Bonacum had it proclaimed that he 
himself had sent them to the monastery 
and had named the place and time of their 
punishment. 

When the priests’ month of penance is 
over they will probably report this action 
on his part to the delegate and the quarrel 
will go on. 

The trustees of Bishop Bonacum or his 
priests have attracted national attention 
more. through their pugnacity than the is- 
sues involved. No great principle of church 
policy or doctrine has ever been at issue 
as in the movements that occasionally made 
Archbishop Ireland the storm center of the 
American Church. 

The Bishop's opponents have not been 
men of high caliber like Dr. McGlynn, Burt- 
sell and Ducey, whose controversies with 
Archbishop Corrigan are historic. 

Nothing succeeds like excess, eays the 
decadent epigrammatist, and in that light 
Bishop Bonacum’s troubles have attained 
national interest. 

After the retirement of Archbishop Ken- 
rick, turmoil broke out all along the line. 
Priests were suspended right and left. 
Charges were hurled back at the Bishop. 


The coming of ‘Archbishop Satolli ne 
awaited to bring light. What it did do was 
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to bring to an issue the trial of the Bishop 
on the following charges: 


Charges of the Priests. 


Maladministration. 

Tyranny. 

Oppression. 

Insubordination. 

Inciting strife. 

Scandal and libel. 

Arbitrary exercise and abuse of power. 
Violation of diocesan statutes. 
Misappropriation. 

Falsehood. 

Speculation. 

Undue influence, 

Unjust favoritism. 

Scandal. 

Incitation to perjury. 


These are the charges sworn to by fifteen 
of the thirty-two priests of the diocese of 
Lincoln, Neb., against their Bishop, Thomas 
Bonacum, before Apostolic Delegate Mer. 
Satolli. They were backed up by 115 spec- 
ifications and the testimony of nearly 10 
witr.esses. ; 

Three years have elapsed since the 
charges were filed. Bishop Bonacum atill 
rules the diocese of Lincoln. Of the fifteen 
priests who signed the charges, some are 
serving the churches in other sees. Some 
are still in the diocese of Lincoln with the 
shield of the apostolic delegation between 
them and the wrath of their ordinary. 

The priests, once a turbulent and talkative 
set of men, have become quiet as the grave. 
The Bishop alene pursues the uneven tenor 
of his ways, suspending at least one priest 
a month. 

To the secular mind, Bishop Bonacum 
is the most interesting figure in the Ameri- 
can church. For all their mora) strength 
and intellectual greatness Cardinal Gibbons 
and Archbishop Ireland are very human 
creatures. Even Archbishop Corrigan, who 
is something of a mediaeval churchman, fs 
not altogether beyond our |ken. But Bishop 
Bonacum stumps the lay observer of things 
ecclesiastical. 


Satolli’s Judgment. 


Mer. Satolli reviewed the charges and con- 
cluded that the blame lay on both sides. 
Bishop and priests were disciplined. The 
suspensions and excommunications that the 
bishop had hurled abeut were lifted. Both 
Bishop and priests were told to do penance 
for their unruly tempers and their unchari-

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tlon at Washington, has been repudiated by 
Bishop Bonacum. The repudiation was fol- 
lowed by the dismissal of Fr. Loughran from 
the pro-cathedral of Lincoln, the dismissal 
of Fr. Quinn and various summary pro- 
ceedings against Fr. Corbett of Palmyra, 
Neb. In every instance the priests refused 
to obey the orders of dismissal and were 
sustained by Mer. Satolll. 

Fr, Corbett has been dismissed several 
times. He always held out for his rights 
and beat the Bishop in both the civil and 
ecclesiastical courts. He finally concluded 
he could serve God better in a diocese where 
he was not always at war with his bishop, 
and secured a transfer to the diocese of 
Buffalo, N. Y. 


The Story of Fr. Corbett. 


Fr. Corbett was the particular object of 
Bishop Bonacum’'s animadversion. The se- 
cret of their falling out is interesting. 

Shortly after Bishop Bonacum’s ordina- 
tion In St. John’s Church, St. Louls, and his 
removal to Lincoln, he brought the priests 
of his diocese together and said he was go- 
ing to build a Bishop's house. He an- 
nounce’ a certain assessment for the pur- 
pose out of parochial funds, 

Fr. Corbett insisted on knowing where the 
residence was to be built, why the house 
was to be located in that spot, from whom 
and for how much the property was to be 
purchased. 

The Bishop got down from his chair and, 
walking across the room to Fr. Corbett, 
shook his finger under his nose and called 
him “an impertinent fellow.” 

Fr. Corbett’s talk had its effect. The 
priests voted down the proposition to bulid 
a Bishop's house. 

Within six months Father Corbett was 
suspended. The Bishop did not notify him 
officially, but had handbills printed and 
circulated at the church door notifying the 
congregation that their pastor was sus- 
pended. 

Father Corbett went right on holding 
service, but had the Bishop arrested for 
criminal Hbel. The case was dismissed, as 
the Judge held he had no jurisdiction. 

Bishop Bonacum retaliated by excommu.- 
nicating the priest and instituting proceed- 
ings in the civil court to restrain him 
from drawing funds of the church from 
bank and from holding service in the 
church. There was recrimination of all 
sorts and before the controversy was 
ended fifteen priests, almost half the clergy 
in the diocese, were under the ban of sus- 
pension. 


An Unrelenting Fighter. 


When the priests were protected by Maer. 
Satolli, who told them the only possible so- 
lution of the difficulty was the Bishop's re- 
moval, they acquiesced in every injune- 
tion he laid before them. Not so their Bishop. 
He is still in turmo!! with his priests and the 
civil courts of his diocese.

Bishop Bonacum was born near Thurtles, 
in the County of Tipperary, Ireland, on 
Jan. 29, .187. His parents were German. 
They brought him to St. Louls when he 
was a year old. His father and brother 
were tinners. He essayed to learn the trade, 
but was discharged after a week's appren- 
ticeship. He then went to the Salesianum 
at Milwaukee, and after completing his 
studies there took his course In philosophy 
and theology at St. Vincent's Seminary at 
Cape Girardeau. He was ordained June 14, 
1870, in St. Louls by Bishop Melchers in 
the absence of Archbishop Kenrick. He 
then went abroad and studied at the Uni- 
versity of Wurzbugg under the famous Dr. 
Hettinger. On his return to St. Louls he 
was made pastor of the Churoh of the Holy 
Name. 


His First Controversy. 


When the See of Belleville was created 
Archbishop Kenrick had him named as 
one of the condidates, but the cholce fell 
on Bishop Janasens. Later the Bee of Lin- 
coln was erected and Rome named him as 
first incusnbent. 

Before episcopal honors reached him 
Bishop Bonacum had made a stir. When 
Bishop Bourke of St. Joseph, who was then 
at Cheyenne, claimed that the see was not 
able to support a bishop, Arehbishop Ken- 
rick sent Fr. Bonacum out to investigate. 
He reported that the place had a great fu- 
ture. He claimed that Cheyenne would 
become the Pittsburg of the West, as it 
was the center of the greatest coal field 
in the States. He sald that an ener- 
getic bishop could make a record in the 
place. 

Bishop Bourke took exception to the re 
port and replied to it in a published letter, 
in which he called Fr. Bonacum a falsifier,

Cication of his mental strength, for he was 
unguestionably a man far above the aver- 
age ability. He not only could read and 
write the English language, but he had a 
distinct poetical bent, and produced great 
numbers of verses, many of them dedicated 
to his mother. 

The fondness for his mother and a keen 
sense of humor, kept very much In restraint 
from the conventional Indian notions of dig- 
nity, were about the only two things which 
clearly showed the Caucasian blood in his 
his veins, In other respects he was an Indian 
pure and simple, so far at least as all exter- 
nal manifestations were concerned. It is not 
at all tnprobable that a man of Quanah's 
keen intellect may have plainly seen the 
advaniag of casting his lot with the red 
instead of white men. 

Among the negotiations between the 
whites and the Indians, Quanah was put in 
the way of accumulating a great deal of 
property, and he was as alert to take ad- 
vantage of the fact as any Yankee adven- 
turer could have been. His holdings when 
he died could not have been much under a 
million dollars in value. He had a large 
mansion at Fort Liel, I. T., bullt somewhat 
on the Mexican order, but very high and 
roomy and surrounded by neatly kept 
grounds. Here Quanah lived with seven of 
his Indian wives, for on the marriage ques- 
tion Quanah*held views that would have 
given him high rank as a faithful follower 
of Brigham Young had he lived in Salt Lake 
City during the palmy days of Mormonism. 
He had other large estates besides the one 
at Fort Liel, and on all of them he had a 
liberal eguipment of wives. 

In the matter of children he would proba. 
bly be a close second to the Kine of Siam 
himself, with his seventy odd offspring. 

But, interesting as was Quanah Parker's 
personality, the real romance of his life 
went back to that white mother, whom he

One night, with the blood-curdling yell 
which had so long brought terror to the 
homes of peaceful white pioneers, they 
came down with a rush upon the ranch of 
Col. Parker and Weatherford. There was 
a furious resistance and Col. Parker and his 
family succeeded in escaping—that is, all es- 
caped save one. When the Cdlonel came 
to gather his panting little brood around 
him it was found that one, the little 4 
year-old child Cynthia Ann, was missing. 
The Comanches after sacking and burning 
the ranch had galloped away, carrying the 
child with them. 

For years Col; Parker hunted for her. 
Texan rangers scoured the Indian country 
but could get no clew to any white child 
being held a- prisoner by the Indians, Col. 
Parker gave up his child as hopelessly lost.

Quanah did not like to talk about the cap- 
tivity of his mother, but when pressed on 
the subject he always said that her cap- 
tivity was the best thing phat could have 
happened to her. He was Indian to the 
very core, 

He was a eavage fighter against the 
whites, and became noted for a careless, 
light-hearted, dare-devil sort of courage 
which was quite in contrast with the 
stealthy, deadly character of Indian war- 


fare, and which very strongly hinted at the 


Anglo-Saxon blood in his veins. He had, 
moreover, the Southern white man’s con- 
tempt for a negro, and when negro s0l- 


diers were killed by his band in dattle 
he would never allow them to be ecaiped. 
They were not worthy of the honor—there 


was no glory in killing them. 

But when peace was declared Quanan 
became as good a citizen as he had been 4 
soldier. The town of Quanah, Tex., was 
named for him, and he gave considerable 
sums of money to the public institutions 
of the town, He accumulated property 
quite rapidly and he knew how to take 
care of it when he got it. But he was 
generous withal, and had hosts of friends 
among the whites, while emong the Co- 
manches he was looked to as & sort of 
demi-god. 

Quanah was very little acoustomed to the 
ways of civilized life, notwithstanding his 
wealth and his great mansion. Whenever

The provisions of the bill will be stringent. 
It will not permit the sale of cocaine even 
to the extent that other “habit’’ drugs are 
permitted be sold. Unlike

feputable physician. 

A fine or imprisonment or both will be the 
Denalty fixed for violating the ordinance. 

Said Dr. Starkloff: 

“I cannot fully account to my own satis- 
faction for the terrible increase in the use 
of the drug. For one thing the cocaine 
habit is more quickly acquired than almost 
@ny other. It cannot be used a few times 
Without beginning to exercise a fascination 
Over its victim. If its use is persisted in it 
Boon gains the mastery. 

“The ignorant use of it ts probably at the 
bottom of the increase of habitual users. 
It is oftenest used in catarrhal affections 
to allay the inflamed condition of the mu- 
cous surfaces of the nose. Its effect Is to 
benumb physically and produce exhilaration 
of the senses.

She Was Befle Flanigan, Who fad Been Shot 
Thirty Times, and Died in Bed of a 


Simpfe

ELLE FLANNIGAN was the wicked- 
B est woman in 8t. Louls. 
She died at the luxurious flat at 
1108 Franklin avenue last Tuesday night and 
was buried Wednesday. On the body were 
the marks of thirty bullet wounds, and her 
death nolle prossed an indictment charging 
her with assault with intent to kill. 

Much of her life was spent in prison, and 
there was perhaps not a woman in the city 
better known to the police than she. 

Despite her character and record, she 
partly raised two pretty little white girls, 
the daughters of a Texas rancher, who gave 
them to Belle when they were very young, 
because of the !ll-fame of the motHer,

These children have been sent to Moberly, 
Mo., the birthplace of Belle Flannigan, and 
the home of her aged parents. 

Notwithstanding the number of bullet 
wounds the woman received in her exciting 
career, she lived through all of them to dle 
of a mere congestion of the main artery 
leading from the heart to the head. 

Belle Flannigan would never tell her age, 
but she was about 35 years old, though 
she appeared to be 15 years younger. 

She regretted her color. She hated ne- 
groea and wouldn't associate with them 
under any circumstances. She unfaltering- 
ly claimed that she was as good as any 
white woman, and this opinion wag one 
cause of the turbulency of her career. 

Belle was born a servant in a farmer's 
family in Central Missouri. A son of the 
farmer was the father of her first child, 
and that child, now a young woman, is em- 
ployed as chambermaid in a house on Pine 
street. 

When she became a mother Belle was 
only 16 years old. The farmer placed her 
and her babe ona train and sent them into 
St. Louis. From the time she arrived here 
Belle’s life was dotted with crime and It 
developed into one long stretch of ein. 

She was never accused of theft. She pald 
her debts and had the reputation of be- 
ing scrupulously honest. 

Her one ambition tn life was to soar above 
the heads of her equally sinful black ais- 
ters. She hated them for their color, and 
she railed at faith for the accident of birth 
that made her black. She courted the com. 
pany of the white, and during her long 
career that waa her one object in living. 

What there was about Belle Flannigan 
to attract Is a mystery. She was slender, 
almost skinny; her complexion was a dark, 
olly brown; more than half of her teeth 
were missing, and there remained but one 
solitary tooth in front. She stuttered badly 
and as ehe lisped the saliva dribbled from 
the zorners of her mouth. Her hair was of 
the ordinary short, kinky kind, and her 
tongue was as foul as was ever put In a 
woman's head. Every other word was 
blasphemy. But she was a dresser. She 
wore silk and had a dress for every day in 
the month. Her clothes were of the very 
best material and they were fitted to her by 
a ladies’ tailor. Her millinery was the 
advance of fashion. 

“Why shouldn't I wear these flufferings?” 
Belle asked. “Ain't I as good as any white 
woman?’ 

Another thing about Belle was that she 
drank. 


She did not like the taste of whisky, and 
made a wry face when she drank it, but 
she was infatuated with the effect it had 
on her. With four or five giasses of whisky 
in her she was convinced that she was just 
a few degrees better than any white woman, 

That fact contributed largely to her col- 
lection of bullet wounds. 

After serving her first alx months In St. 
Louts in the work-house for an assault with 
a knife on a white man. she went to Chi- 
cago and secured work in a family as ser 
vant. 

During a diepute with the son of the 
household she shot him tn the back and was 
sent to the Joliet penitentiary. While there 
she stabbed a brother of the deputy warden 
and fractured the skull of the matron. Af- 
ter her release she returned to St. Louls. 

She had been here a month when she was 
shot in the arm by a negro whom she had 
alluded to as common black trash A week 
In the hospital and she was out to have a 
quarre! with a white man, 

She tried to shoot him, but aceldentally 
shot herself through the foot. 

When drunk and injured by the brazen 
and boasted superiority of a white woman, 
she was ever ready to shoot. She generally 
carried a revolver in the pocket of her dress 
skirt. 

A year and a half ago she became ac- 
quainted with Richard Hack, who had just 
been released from the Missouri Peniten- 
tilary, and who had fallen heirto $50,000 of 
the ill-gotten gains of his mother. 

Belle had no use personally for Hack. He 
was not of the high degree she desired, but 
she liked his money. 

One night in the early part of last winter 
she caught Hack spending his money on a 
blonde woman of the “Tamale Town” dis- 
trict at Seventh and Spruce streets, and she 
shot the woman in the hip and marched off 
victoriously with Hack. 
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BELLE FLANNIGAN WAS SHOT 

(Each of the thirty dots represents a bullet 
wound, ) 

Two weeks later the woman, who has 
since died, met Belle in a wine room at 
Ninth and Clark avenue and shot her five 
times, inflicting mostly flesh wounds. Soon 
after this, and while Belle was in the hos- 
pital, Hack deserted her for a white wom- 
an. This answered Belle more than anything 
else could possibly have done. Two months 
later she met Hack on Fourteenth street 
and shot him through the neck. For a long 
time Hack lay in the hospital, and it was 
thought he would die, but after several 
weeks he recovered. 

Relle was arrested on a charge of assault 
with intent to kill, and her case on that 
charge was pending in the Criminal Court 
when ahe died. 

The last man whom Belle Flannigas 
sought to kill was Professional Bondsman 
John Twiehause. She paid him $10 to #¢ 
cure her release on bond. The court re 
fused to accept him, but he kept the $10 
and let Belle remain in Jalil. 

After ehe finally procured bond she hung 
around the Four Courts for days, armed 


with a revolver, threatening to shoot Twie- 
hause on eight. 

Dr. C. A. Neweomb, of the Clty Dtspen- 
sary staff, who has probably attended as 
many of Belle Fiannigan’s bullet wounds 
as any other physician, says that the rea- 
son Belle did not die long ago wae because 
of her remarkable vitality and her refusal 
to allow herself to believe that she was 
seriously wounded. 

Although Belle died tn luxury she had no 
money. She apent her money for clothes 
and whisky as «oon as she got it.

He 
hastens his end thereby, of course, but ex- 
cesses are not the primary cause, They are 
part of the symptoms,”

“In most instances they are quite baffling 
to the layman, In the early stages weeks 
of skillful observation are sometimes nec- 
essary to determine a sign. For instance, 
we have two men here who were once 
wealthy. They lost their money by unfortu- 
nate speculation, and relatives and friends 
declared these men became insane because 
of their losses, By patient inquiry into 
their habits and history I find their losses 
were caused by insanity. They were be- 
ginning to be crazed when they risked their 
money in foolish schemes. 


“Now, one of the first symptoms of paresis 
is a change in the personal habits and judg- 
ments of men. When a vessel] is entirely 
filled with water a drop will cause it to run 
over. So @ man may go through a purt 
of his life filled to the brim with worry and 
excitement. One little addition to it and 
he has the beginning of brain lesion. 


“The habits of an incipient paretic do not 
change all at once. Just one at a time, 
and these so insignificant that he has no 
consciloushesse of it. 

“He goes into the presence of ladies with- 
out removing his hat. 

“He grows careless in his attire. 

“He neglects his usuaj attention to his 
persor 


“He forgets his baths when he has been 
accustomed to them frequently. 

“One by one he loosens his hold upon 
self-controlling and directing power. 

“His judgments begin to sway. He fal- 
ters in them, hesitates and then decides 
wrong. 

“The fine equilibrium of the brain has 
been disturbed even to the extent of its 
moral balances. 

“He is dull and quiescent one hour and 
hysterically active and nervous the next. 

“His business begins to fail. 

“He appreciates the fact and struggles all 
the harder to save—not himself, but his 
business. 

“He doesn’t know there is anything the 
matter with him—he is only tired. 

“But he commences to forget so many 
things. He forgets names and common 
words and familiar faces. His brain !s 
beginning to adhere to his frontal bone. 
He doesn’t know it. He still thinks he is 
only tired. 

“A hesitancy comes into his speech and 
he is surprised to find himself stammering 
and groping wearily in his mind where he 
once thought and spoke quickly. 

“His courage falters. Where he formerly 
feared no man, he pauses before passing a 
dark alley at night. He calls it precaution, 
but he knows it is because he is afraid.” 

“And what are the physical symptoms of 
paresis?’’ 

“Oh, they are many, and so complicated 
with other diseases of the brain and spine 
as to be difficult of determinaton. But the 
neurologist notes the dilated pupil of the 
eye, the difficulty of respiration and of 
locomotion. Then there are dizziness, vio- 
lent headaches and finally hallucinations, 

“The commonest and surest. sign of 
paresis is continued difficulty in performing 
the daily duties which have been a part of 
one’s life. 

“When the scientist finds himself unable 
to make those fine adjustments'‘of his micro- 
scope he has theretofore performed with 
ease—let him look out. When the writer 
finds himself unable to contro] the group of 
muscles which guide his pen or pencil—let 
him be careful. It may be only scrivener’s 
paralysis, but it is just as likely to be 
paresis. 

“You will motice the neurologist tapping 
the Knees of his patient significantly and 
causing him to walk back and forth, some- 
times with his eyes shut. He is testing the 
powers of locomotion, and if he discovers 
an inclination of the knee to rise higher 
and more quickly than the patient intended 
—look out. It may be locomotor ataxia. It 
is just as likely to be paresis. 


“Then come the hallucinations, more and 
more pronounced, for you must understand 
that this disease is progressive. There are 
two varieties of the paretic patient—the 
megalomaniac and the micromaniac. The 
hallucination of the former ts toward great- 
ness. He is possessed of great wealth or 
unlimited power. He owns the world. The 
latter imagines he is growing smaller and 
smaller all the time—just fading away from 
view. We had a vict!m of micromania here 
once—he is dead now—whose distress mani- 
fested itself in a continual fear that he 
was growing so small I could not see him. 

* ‘Doctor,’ he would say, ‘are you sure 
you can see me? I am only an inch long 
now, you know.’

“The detection of paresis in its early 
stages is a very difficult matter, as so many 
of the symptoms may be those of common 
disorders of the stomach. 

“Yes, paresis is incurable. I have known 
instances where a patient has been re- 
stored to the world, and for a year has 
taken‘up the threads of his business and 
fought life’s battles over again without a 
visible sign of the ailment of his brain. 
Then one day he goes all to pieces and is 
put away to await the inevitable hour of 
death.”

But that is not all. She is a finan- 
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Mrs. Sherry hires and dircts her 
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wonder that the records of the police de- 
partment bear ample evidence to show that 
every foot of its length and almost every 
brick in its ramshackle bulldings: have been 
dyed in the crimson fluid of the unsuspect- 
ingly curious, or flecked with the life-blood 
of a.too-ardent suitor for the caresses of a 
faded and dull-eyed Jezebel. 

Curtously enough, with all its ample op- 
portunities for blood letting Hop alley has 
only furnished three cases of murder with- 
in the past twelve years, two of these hav- 
ing occurred during the last two years. Out- 
side of these, however, the calendar is red 
with the record of numberless attempts at 
murder, brutal assauits, stabbings, shoot- 
ings and clubbings, while the victims of the 
robber, footpad and sneak-thief are beyond 
enumeration. Dogene of men and women, 
too, God save the mark! have been robbed 
and assaulted in the alley, of whom the 
reading public has never heard, because the 
victims preferred to remain quiet rather 
than gain notoriety by reporting the matter 
to the police. 

The first real baptism of blood in Hop 
alley’s record occurred some twelve years 
ago, when Lou Johnson, a civilized China- 
man, was butchered after the manner of 
the Masseur Guldensuppe in New York. 
Johnson's head, however, was found buried 
in a bucket of rice in his own rooms, and 
his mutilated and dismembered trunk was 
found hidden under a pile of rubbish in the 
cellar. 

Johnson's murderers were never discov- 
ered, although several Chinamen were ar- 
rested on suspicion. His death was popu- 
larly laid at the door of the Highbinders, 
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who were said to have been sent here from 
the Pacific Slope, to silence Johnson be- 
cause of treachery he was alleged to have 
been gullty of in revealing the secrets of 
the organization. : 


This murder had a sequel. The chief wit- 
ness for the State, a Chinaman, became in- 
sane from fear of the Highbinders because 
he had testified. He has been an inmate of 
the City Insane Asylum ever since. He will 
sit quiescent for hours at a time. Touch 
him ever so lightly and his screams can be 
heard throughout the building. He is the 
very embodiment of abject fear, and it takes 
hours to quiet him again. 

The frail, white paramours of Hop Alley 
Chinamen were shocked one day in April, 
1896, to learn that Dor& Wagner, one of 
their number, the white mistress of Jeu 
Jung, a Chinese gambler, had been strang!ed 
to death in her bed while she slept. Jeu 
Jung was missing when the dead body with 
its blackened and distorted features and 
the tell-tale white indention of the cord in 
the flesh was found. 


All Chinatown discussed the murder over 
thelr tea and pipes, and the other women 
shivered with apprehension, Dora had been 
playing fast and loose with Jeu Jung, and 
had reaped the whirlwind of death. 

Jeu Jung was brought back from Belle- 
ville, whither he had fled, and made a full 
confession. Later he recanted this confes- 
sion on the advice of Gov. Johnson, his law- 
yer, and escaped with a sentence of thir- 
teen years tn the penitentiary. 


But if the Chinese ceuld be murderously 
jealous of their white mistresses, so also 
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can the latter be insanely jealous of the 
saddie-colored consorta. Mary Jones, aliag™ 
Chinese May, found this out to her eternal 
Sorrow in April of this year, when Liggte 
Wong, alias Wilson, mistress of Jim Wong, 
shot and fatally wounded her for the form 
mer’s infract‘on of the code of morals preps, 
alent In the alley. May did not live long 
enough to profit by the leeson taught heg, 
and its effect will most probably also be 
lost on Lizzie Wong, who has an excelleng 
chance of spending a long term fn the penile 
tentiary, where the heathen rages not, 

During the intermissions between these 
entertaining tragedies, Hop Alley was kept 
from becoming thoroughly ennuled by en 
enlivening continuous series of vitascople 
happenings, which kept their interest and 
curiosity sufficiently aroused to enjoy fhe 
next change of programme, 


For instance, Jim Ray, @ noterlousjnegre 
gun fighter, would take a couple of shots 
at Billy Breed, prompted by jealousy of 
Billy’s attentions to Lillie Ray, his mis 
tress. A few days later agme “rubber. 
neck” Chinaman, turning into the dark 
hallway leading up to his “Joint,” recetved 
several Inches of cold steel In the vicinity 
of his midriff as a silent intimation from 
one of his countrymen not to tell tales out 
of school. ' 

The sequestration of some wayward white 
girl by a Mongolian who woyld make capl- 
tal:out of her beauty, until the police Ioe 
cated. her and raided the dpn, breaking 6 
few heads incidentally; the robbery of some 
swell sightseer, and (nnumerable fights ang 
petty larcenies, served to keep the alley ig 
gossip. 7 

With the exception cf these few core 
incidents in the monotonous existence 
the denizens, Hop Alley has been, on the 
whole, as orderly am well-oonducted a place 
as could be expected from a rendezvous of 
thieves and depraved people of both sexes, 
One of its redeeming features, if such @ 
festering spot could be said to have any, 
was the small percentage of drunkenness 
among the denizens and frequenters. The 
slaves of the pipe preferred the Intoxication 
of the drug to the coarser tntgziention of 
liquor. 

It is probable that Hop Alley’s red record 
has been written for all time. The police 
have ruthlessly stepped in and by their edict 
against the continuation of the practice of 
smoking opium have almost depopulated 
the alley. Its glories have departed forever,

These few cases only illustrate scores of others, which have come under 
our absolute knowledge. Will the United States Government, which abol- 
ished sale of human beings at such cost, allow it in California?

the slave-pen were under diecussion. The 
anti-slavery people there are getting ready 
to appeal to President McKinley to exert his 
influence for the suppression of the new 
form of slavery on American soil. In de- 
fiance of the Constitution there are to-day 
on the Pacific Coast hundreds of human be- 
ings whose very souls are bought and sold 


as chattels. “Slaves of San Francisco” they! 


Civilized Chinamen who take up the 
oudgels in behalf of their fettered sisters 
are threatened with death, and many a 
Gark crime of hatchetment in the dingy 
Chinese quarters has been attributed to 
their interference. Every street from Pa- 
cific to Sacramento street, and every alley 
between Dupont and Powellin streets, is 
lined with houses, in each of which are 
from four to seven female slaves, who are 
kept in close confinement. There is not a 
family house in the whole of Chinatown, 
except those of a few Christianized Chinese, 
where there is not one or two slaves. All 


come accustomed to the existence of such 
slavery. They look upon it as a part and 
evil, 
which they have always had with them 
and which seems destined tq remain here 
The local officials 
say that it is out of thelr province agd that 
The 
Federal authorities, up to this time, seem 
impotent, and they are openly defied by the 
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of these human beings, ranging in-age from 
infancy to gray-haired old women, who 
have never known a day of liberty since 
they were sold by their inhuman parents, 
are held in a closer bondage than any slaves 
were ever held before in civilized land. 
The most conservative estimates that can 


city to-day place it at 800, while many who 
are conversant with the facts put it at 


fully 1,200. Nor is it alone in San Francisco 
that this traffic is being carried on, for 
ramifications of the Slave Dealers’ Asso- 
clation extend all over the State. There 
is not a city or town In California where 
Chinese live which has not its slaves who 
are held against their will and in denial 
of their rights under the constitution of the 
United States.

When Miss Ida B. Hull, of 
the mission, went to rescue this half-de- 
mented girl the poor creature held out her 
thin arms, covered with bruises and scars, 
and cried for deliverance. When she 
reached the missio Nouse she bared her 
back, an@ the scars a&#@ Burns told the pitiful 
story which the ‘weakened brain could 
scarcely form words to repeat, as the child 
endeavored to show how she had been pun- 
ished by her owners. For every infraction 
of rules of the house she was beaten. For 
each childish slip she was lashed until blood 
ran. For misdeeds which seemed graver 
in the eyes of her master and mistress she 
was seared with a red-hot iron across her 
back and shoulders, and then, almost faint- 


the , 


ing under the tarture, she was lashed on to 
her work. 

Kwan Ho is another inmate of the Mis- 
sion. She was rescued from the “Chamber 
of Tranqulility,’’ where she had been left to 
starve and die, after having her back so 
beaten with an iron rod that she was crip- 
pled for life. The “Chamber of Tranquilll- 
ty’’ is a sort of living morgue, where Chi- 
nese people suffering from incurable dis- 
eases are left to die of starvation unat- 
tended. 

Wan Kam, who is considered the great 
beauty of Ch!natown, recelved no bad treat- 
ment, as she was too valuable. She was 
sold by her brothey in China and sent to, 
the United Staces only last year. She re- 
fused to obey the! orders of her master and 
finally succeeded|in making her escape to 
the Methodist home. Her price was $1,700

Thirty others are cared for at the Pres- 
byterian Mission on Sacramento street. All 
except Wan Kam, the beauty, bear marks 
of ill treatment to which they have been 


subjected. 

The women of the missions have had many 
thrilling adventures in their noble work of 
rescuing slaves. Several weeks ago Mrs. 
Lake, matron of the Methodist Home, re- 
ceived a note from a Chinese girl. The mis- 
sive was borne by a little boy who turned 
and ran as soon as he had delivered it. The 
note, when translated, read: “Please come 
and save me. I am beaten and abused by 
everybody. I am a Chinese slave girl. Help 


or I will diet” 

The note gave the address of the house at 
which the girl was restrained. Mrs. Lake en- 
listed the ald of the police and a time was 
set for the raid. When the officers arrived 
at the house they were confronted by a 
heavily-grated door. This had been left open 
by the girl, who was awaiting her rescuers. 
The party dashed up the stairway, but be- 
fore they could reach the room at the head 
of the stairs the grated door by which it 
was entered was slammed shut and the bolts 
were drawn, while the girl was dragged 
shrieking away. They could see the helpless 
slave holding out her arms to them. Then 
they saw a cloth thrown over her head and 
all was silent as one of those “Chambers of 
Tranquility.” The officers battered down the 
door. but a most careful search of the house 
failed to reveal any trace of the human 
chattel. Nor has she ever been heard of 
since. Death is the punishment meted out 
to those who attempt to escape from their 
owners. 

Mrs. Green, who has been for years con- 
nected with rescue work in this State, tells 
several incidents where she has met with 
opposition on the part of officials. 

One occurred in Fresno, where she had 
rescued a girl who had sent word that she 
was held and subjected to brutal treatment. 
She secured the girl, but before she could 
get her out of town a warrant was sworn 
out charging the slave with larceny. She 
was arrested and thrown Into prison, but 
Mrs. Green went with her. That night at 
midnight the doors of the prison were opened 
to two Chimese, who forcibly tore the girl 
away and carried her off despite her strug- 
gles. The judge on the bench had connived 
with the Chinese, and Mrs. Green afterward 
learned that he received $100 for his part in 
the night’s work. 

One of the most interesting documents 
that can be found In connection with Chi- 
nese slavery is a regular bill of sale, not 
only signed by the seller, but stamped with 
the imprint of the thumb as a binding seal

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given to the Post-Dispatch and Sulie 
day World's correspondent, ts writ- 
tey on red paper in deep biack ink, 


and bears the date of “Quong Sul, twelfth 
year,” which makes it about eleven years 
old. The girl had been sold four times, 
and In each instance the previous bills of 
sale went with her. .When she was res- 
cued the owner exhibited these bills In or- 
der to prove that she belonged to him, and 
they were snatched from his hand and taken 
away with the girl. The document, a8 trans- 
lated for the Post-Dispatch anid SBunday 
World by W. C. Bunner, ex-attache of the 
Chinese Consulate, here, follows: 

I write clearly to you that I give 
this girl to you because I am vory poor. 
This girl I have born myself She is 
my own child. Her name is Tsau Fa. 
She is 7 years old this year. She was 
born at 1 or 2 o’clock on the 4th day 
of July. I myself asked my relatives, 
but none were willing to care for her, 
Afterwards one go-between named 
Chung Shi took me to a wonian named 
Wong Shi. Wong Shi saw my girl and 
promised to give me $88. Wong Shi 
gave $88 to Chung Shi and Chung Shi 
took it away. Wong Shi took her to 
her house to use. We three people 
talked the matter over very clearly, 
not because I owed her any money, nor 
did she steal the girl. The go-between 
did not compel me to do it. but I was 
willing. If there is any troubl« after- 
wards it is clearly understoo’ by the 
go-between and the woman that this 
girl must follow this woman who has 
bought her, and she is to take care of 
her until she is larger. The mother 
cannot ask any questions about her, 
and the woman is not answerable to 
the mother for what may be done to 
the child, or what happens to her, 
whether she lives or dies, or where she 
puts her. This paper is gotten up by 
the mother herself.

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N innocent man is serving a life sen- 
A tence in the Indiana penitentiary at 
Michigan City, 
murder on circumstantial evidence. 

The convict ts William E, Hinshaw. Be- 
fore his conviction he was a minister of 
the Methodist Episcopal Church, in good 
Standing. He was a circu't rider, a clerical 
position unknown to the younger genera- 
tion of city folk. A circuit rider has sev- 
eral country churches in his charge, gen- 
erally four, each one not strong enough 
to support a minister of Its own. He 
preaches at each church in turn—one Sun- 
day a month at each church. 

Rev. W. E. Hinshaw made his residence 
at Belleville, a village five miles from Dan- 
Ville, Ind *He was of excellent fam ly; he 
was well to do for a country preacher; 
owned a comfortable “home, which was 
tastefully furnished; had a young wife who 
adored him; had the love, confidence and 
respect of the entire community—to what 
degree will appear later—and altogether his 
lines seemed to have fallen in pleasant 
places. He had everything calculated to 
make a man of his tastes and disposition 
happy. 

On the night of January 9, 189%, a pistol 
shot, and soon another, alarmed the quiet 
of the peaceful village, followed by cries 
of “help” and “murder.” They came from 
the preacher’s house. 

Startied neighbors ran to the rescue. On 
the porch they found the unconscious form 
of the minister's wife. She had been shot 
in the head, and died without regaining 
consciousness. 

A short distance from the house Mr. 
Thurse Hinshaw was found where he had 
fallen exhausted in a snow drift. He had 
been shot through the hip, and stabbed in 
half a dozen places. 

When he was restored to consciousness he 
said that burglars had entered the house 
by way of the kitchen. They had stolen $10, 
and were looking for more plunder when 
Mrs. Hinshaw awoke. One of the burglars 
shot her in the head. Nevertheless she 
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convicted of wife | 


ee by the other men. He received 
several stab wounds, but continued to fight 


with his bare hands, until the men ran 
down the road. He pursued, and it was 
then that he was shot, and fell on the spot 


where he was found. Near where he lay 
was found the empty pocketbook which had 
contained the $150, and which had been 
thrown away by the burglars as they ran 
together with a razor and a revolver. They 
were identified as the property of Mr. Hin- 
shaw 


The story was apparently plausible in 
every particular. The finding of the empty 
pocketbook corroborated It. The razor and 
the revulver could not be accounted for. 
The wounds received by the minister afford- 
ed further evidence of fts truth. No one ex- 
pressed a doubt of it at that time, and the 
crime was heralded abroad in the press dis- 
patches as the work of desperate burglars. 


THE PREACHER SUSPECTED 


Gaboriau delights in weaving, link by 
link, a chain of circumstantial evidence, ap- 
parently unbreakable, around the central 
figures of his detective stories, only to cun- 
ningly introduce the real criminal in the 
last chapter to show the unreliability of 
evidence based only on oclroumstance. Ga- 
boriau could have written a book on the 
Hinshaw murder, so rich were the details 
in the kind of material he revels in, and the 
conciusion of the tale is the conclusion he 
delighted tn. 

One man alone tn the community doubted 
the minister's story. He wasa local Hawk- 
‘Shaw, Harry C. Webster. He went to work 
‘on the case on the theory that the preacher 
had murdered his wife, and had shot and 
stabbed himself in places removed from the 
vital organs, and had thrown the empty 
pocket-book and razor aw ay, to avert sus- 
picion and make good his story. 

Several minor detalis, which had escaped 
the unprofessional eye, satisfied the deteo- 
tive that he was on the right track.

footprints in the light snow which had 
fallen. At least none was found. 
With a bullet in her brain it was deemed 


impossible that Mrs. Hinshaw could have 
walked from the bed to the porch, fighting 
as she went, or have called for help. 

But until he was ready to act the detec- 
tive did not breathe a word of his sus- 
picions. For six weeks the hearts of the 
whole community went out In sympathy to 
the bereaved minister in the hour of his 
affliction. 


Then one day the detective applied for a 
warrant, charging the Rev. William E. Hin- 
shaw with murder in the first degree. 

This step almost precipitated a lynching 
—not of the alleged murderer, but of the 
man who had the temerity to make 50 
outrageous a charge. The high esteem in 
which the minister was held was such that 
for merely suspecting him Harry Webster 
had to flee for his life, and he barely e8- 
caped the popular wrath with a whole 
skin. 

But he was tenacious of his theory. 
nied the warrant he asked for, he eucceed- 
ed in obtaining orders for the exhumation 
of the body of the murdered woman, and 
for a post mortem examination of the re- 
mains. 

The result of the post mortem developed 
facts tending to establish the detective’s 
theory. The wounds on her body could 
have been inflicted while she was in bed, 
as her husband all along declared she was. 
But the consensus of medical opinion was 
that with a bullet in her brain she could 
neither have walked a step, nor spoken a 
word, but would. have fallen insensible at 
the moment she received the wound. But 
powder burns on the sheet proved that she 
was shot, or shot at, on the bed. 

The Grand-jury indicted the minister. The- 
oretically a man indicted for an offense is 
osteemed innocent until proven guilty. Ac- 
tually the reverse ts true. An Indictment Is 
too often regarded as quasi proof of gullt, 
and an honorable acquit tal frequently fails 
to remove the stain. 

With Mr. Hinshaw’s indictment and ar- 
rest, public opinion, always unstable, began 


to waver. 
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The alleged Geeing burglars had left zo 
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all, though, the important question 


of motive for the crime had not been estab- 
lished, It was supplied by the prosecution, 
‘which endeavored to show that the preacher 
had become infatuated with the charms of 
Miss Feree, a handsome young woman of 
Belleville. The preacher’s own actions 
tended to further this theory. 


THE TRIAL. 


Public opinion changed front entirely, and 
long before the trial he was forejudged as 
guilty by the very people who were ready 
to lynch the detective for suggesting his 
guilt. One remained loyal to him. Strangely 
enough, it was his wife's mother, who until 
now, has consistently maintained that he 
was incapable of committing such a crime. 

Love is not a voluntary passion, and it 
may come to a mismated preacher, as to 
the worldly man. But love does not always 
impel its victens to crime !n order to gain 
freedom from irksome chains. If it did 
uxoricide would be an every-day offense, 
But ever since King David made Uriah the 
Hittite the bearer of\ois own doom that he 
might wed his widow, such Irregular at- 
tachménts have been regarded as contrib- 
utory evidence in fastening suspicion on the 
surviving principal in Lke tragedies. The 
existence of a paramour had much to do 
with convicting Mrs. Maybrick of the mur- 
der of her husband. If Dr. Hearn had not 
married the widow of Amos Stillwell he 
would not have been called to defend him- 
self on a charge of killing h!m. 


Mr. Hinshaw’'s attentions to Miss Feree 
may have been harmiess. His affections 
may have centered on her soon after his 
wife's death, but whatever his sentiments, 
his attentions to the young woman caused a 
tremendous revuls.on of popular feeling. 

The trial of Mr. Hinshaw began on Sep- 
tember 4 1895, and lasted until October 2 
Expert medical testimony for the State 
showed the impossibility of Mrs. Hinshaw 
being able to walk and talk after receiving 
the death wound. The prisoner's counsel! 
were unable to make him budge from jis 
first statement, that his wife waa shot in 
bed, and afterwards walked to the porca, 
crying for help. The absence of footprints 


in the snow was noted. The Sfate showed 


that the bullet in adrs. Hinshaw’s brain, and ] 
other bullets, imbetided in the walls, fitted 
the minister’s revolver. The State’s theory 
was that her husband shot her In the room, 
and carried her dying to the porch. 

For the defense fragmentary evidence was 
introduced, which,| uncorroborated as it 
was, was of little if any value. 


Lewis Asher, a rmer looking for stray 
stock, testified that) he saw a buggy hitched 
to the fence near the house on the night of 
the murder. This timony meant nothing 
then, but it does naw in the light of recent 
developments, 

A Miss Worrell tdéstified that immediately 
after the shots wédre fired she saw three 
men running’ from the house. As this evi- 
dence wag wholly tncorroborated, and no 
tracks were found In the snow, it had no 
weight whatever, | especially since the 
preacher insisted. that only two men were 
present. 

Counsel for defendant did not avail them- 
selves of the privilege of putting him on 
the witness stand. This of itself argued a 
weak case. They haive since said that ow- 
ing to his refusal to change in any particu- 
lar his first statement, in spite of the medi- 
cal testimony, they were afraid of the effect 
of hig story on the jury. Thep feared that 
he would only make conviction surer, and 
probably entail a death sentence. 

After a hard-fought legal battle, the case 
went to the jury. A) verdict of guilty was 
reached, based on circumstantial evidence, 
and the punishment pose was a life sen- 
tence. 


An appeal was taken to the Supreme 
Court and the senterice was affirmed. The 


ex-minister of the gaspel was taken to the 
State prison at Jeffersonvilie, shorn of his 
clerical garb, made to ddn Ahe stripes of the 
convict and he entered upon « term of im- 
prisonment which only death was to end.

Remorse touched the seared conscience of 
the chronic jail bird. A month ago he sent 
for his jailer and told him he had a confes- 
sion to make. It was startling, if true. It 
was to the effect that Hinshaw was innocent 
of the murder of his wife, and that the deed 
was committed by Guy Van Tassel and John 
Whitney, crooks like himself, who were then 
confined in the penitentiary. He sald he 
heard the story from the men themselves. 

His story was not believed, It was at least 
only partially true.

But a later confession puts a wholly dif- 
ferent light on it. Baney acknowledged that 
he was present when the murder was com- 
mitted, and he offered to go over the route 
and re-enact the scenes of that tragic night. 

For this purpose he was paroled by the 
Governor for five days, and, under guard, 
was taken to Belleville. In a buggy he was 
driven toward the preacher’s house. He 
pointed it out before arriving there, and 
Passing it a hundred yards he showed where 
the buggy was hitched the night of the mur- 
der. It was the very spot as testified to by 
the witness Asher. 


Robbery was the motive of the intruders. 
Baney showed them how they entered by the 
kitchen window, and pointed out the spot 
where the pocketbook had been concealed. 


He told of Mra. Hinshaw awakening. She 
jumped from the bed and struggled with 
Van Tassel, fighting him to the porch. There 
Van Tassel shot her, and she fell in her 
tracks. 

Then came the fight with Hinshaw. He 
was attacked by Whitney and Van Tassel. 
He was pursuing them down the road when 
he was shot. The three men then ran to- 
wards the buggy, as testified to by Miss 
Worrell. 

Baney showed where the cupboard was 
from which his confederates took the ragor 
and revolver, which they handed to Baney. 
He showed where he threw them away 
hie fight. and where the empty pocketbook 
was thrown, and in each case the evidence 
at the trial corroborated his sta

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| The three men got away in the

There are discrepancies between BRaney's 
story and that of the preacher, but eloeely 
examined they are favorable to the latter. 

The preacher testified to seeing two men 
only. That helped to discredit the evidence 
of Miss Worrell,who saw three men running. 
Baney ran from the house as soon as Mrs. 
Hinshaw was shot, and the preacher only 
saw the two who engaged him in battle. 

The medical testimony was to the effect 
that Mrs. Hinshaw must have fallen where 
she was shot. The preacher insisted that 
she struggied with the burglars and fought 
her way from the bed to the porch after she 
was shot. Baney'’s confession coreborates 
the theory of the experts. The preacher 
waking up suddenly may casily have been 
mistaken. Several shots were fred, and he 
Was probably mistaken as to which one 
struck ber. She showed fight before she 
Was shot instead of afterwards. 

The presence of the preacher's rasor and 
revolver on the ground were acogounted for. 
Another important fact was this: While the 
bullets found imbedded tn the walls and ia 
Mre. Hinghaw's brain were all of the same 
caliber as Mr. Hinwhaw’'s platol, some of 
them were of different make to those knows 
to be possessed by the preacher,

IN UTTER DARKNESS. 
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The “Unco Guid” at Pious 
Ocean Grove Shocked at 
Sensational Methods.

OCEAN GROVE, N. J., Aug. 12.~—The 
most unique eervice ever held in the camp 
grounds here—and there have been some 
exceedingly novel ones tn the resort’s twen- 
ty-elght years’ history—is planned for to- 
morrow night In the big Auditorium eeat- 
ing 10,000 persons. The service originated 
with Rev. Charles H. Yatman, the well- 
known evangelist, who has led the young 
people’s meeting for fifteen summers, The 
service will be held in the dark, 

At & o'clock the electric HNghts wfil be 
turned off. Then music will begin. From 
unexpected parts of the Auditorium will 
come melody from piano, harp, violin, cor- 
net, organ and other instruments. Indeed 
the service ie to be of music and nothing 
else. Not a word will be spoken by the 
leader during the hour. Entire quiet will 
be maintained as far as poss'ble—no one 
will be allowed to enter or leave the build- 
ing during the meeting.

Yatman's head a good deal of criticism. A 
good many of the camp leaders think the 
innovation altogether too sensational; 
that people will attend purely out of 
curlosity. And these strictures on sensa- 
tionalism are not confined to Mr. Yatman, 
There uprising againet the 
spirit of sensationalism wherever it ap- 
pears on the camp grounde. There is a 
probability that Walter Damrosch will not 
be allowed to hold another musical festival, 
like the one with which the School of 
Theology closed ita session on Thursday 
and last evenings, when opera singers par- 
ticipated. The conservative element in the 
Camp Association !s “dead against,” to use 
the words of one of its members, “the play- 
house theatrical spirit’ that is getting a 
foothold in this camp town.

RENT EVADERS ARE HAPPY. 


A New Sixth and Olive Skyscraper 
Deal—Agents’ Reports 
of Sales. 


The real estate fraternity is indignantly 
discussing a feature of local legislation that 
is working a great hardship on them and 
on the property owners that they represent. 

They are at present unable in many paris 
of the city to enforce the collection of rents 
or to cause the ejection by process of law 
of tenants who are delinquent. 

This condition has existed for several 
years, since the reorganization of the jus- 
tice courts of the city, but it is never severe- 
ly felt except in the summer months when 
the justices go away for their summer va- 
cations. 

Then the real estate owner and agent is at 
the mercy of the dead beat and the chronile 
rent-evader, of which there are a great 
number in St. Louis. 

Under the old law the Justices worked 
entirely on fees, and they were glad to 
forego their vacations, Further, the old law 
permitted suits by landlords against ten- 
ants to be brought in a Justice Court in any 
part of the city. Nearly all such suits were 
ea taken - oe Justices in the Sore town 
Gistmets, and they thrived at the expense 
of the outlying Justice. 

hen the new law went into effeet suits 
of landlords against tenants were made 
exceptions. The new law requires teas they 
must be tried in the district in which the 
disputed property is located.

From 
8%) to 9 cars were on track yesterday un- 
sold. while the prices are anywhere over 
freight charges to $40 a car. Efforts have 
been made to stop the shippers, but as long 
as any margin above freight charges ap- 
peces. the producers seemed disposed to 
forward t'fm rather than see the melons 
eo to waste. At this time form!dable com- 
petition exists elsewhere. Muscatine, Io., 
famous for melon-growing, is now ship- 
ping into many markets heretofore occu- 
pied by the. Missouri crop. 

Southeast Misssouri will ship altogether 
probably 2,500 cars. A large number of 
these go direct to other markets, 

The apple growers of Missouri must not 
be led astray by reported failures of the 
crop in the East and that an army of East- 
ern dealers is invading the West for sup- 
plies. It is true there is a shortage in New 
York, but that applies to the Baldwin va- 
riety and some gaye of Ben Daivs or 
red varieties will be maAde to supply the de- 
ficiency. The East will have a big crop of 
other sorts and many of them will find 
their way to Western markets. New York 
has at jeast half a crop and in view of the 
good crop in the West, where the yleld was 
light last year, it is clear there will be an 
abundance of apples everywhere and no 
prospect for higher prices. 


The unlooked for emall local potato crop 
will afford a much earlier opening than 
usual for Northern shippers to this mar- 
ket. and it ts said the new_ spuds will be 
fairly started for this city this week from 
many Northern shipping points. Prices 
have been nearly double those paid for 
home grown a year ago. Last years yield 
was very heavy—nearly double this years 
croy. 

The market Is deluged with canteloupes. 
The local crop is simply enormous and the 
price no object, for up among the whole- 
sale dealers they can be had for 10 to 15 
cents a dozen and in large quantities still 
cheaper. A number of growers sowed seed 
of the Colorado melons last season, and 
while the originals are not equalled in qual- 
ity they claim some improvement is evi- 
dent. 


The fruit and produce dealers who handled 
the 1,000 cars of Missouri melons which 
came !n here the, past two weeks are a 
unit in asserting that so far the season has 
proved more unsatisfactory and unprofitable 
than any season that can be recalled in 
years. They declare this unexpected result 
is largely due to the crooked packing at the 
shipping points, as there was no end of com- 
plaints over deceptive packing of cars, 
which it seems were “‘deaconed’” too much. 


The season is sufficiently advanced to 
pronounce the grape crop of the country 
not only very fine, but the largest yield 
ever grown. New York has a magnificent 
crop. A circuler from the officials of the 
new organization there declares they have 
9 per cent of the growers of the grape 
belt pledged to co-operate with them. In 
Ohio the different shipping associations are 
not yet organized into one body to sell and 
distribute the crop, but efforts are being 
made to get them all together to operate 
with the New Yorkers.
